In a country like 
ours, where every family of the middle or upper 
classes have some one or more members of its num ­ 
ber employed lu some branch of the civil service, or 
the army or navy, these measures will, I am afraid, 
make Mr. Gladstone very unpopular, allhougb, from 
What I gather, he Is really not in fault. 
Wheu a 
cuuuiry has outruu its means there are but two ways 
of maVing ends meet; the one by increased taxation, 
the other by reduction of outlay. The English peo­ 
ple will not stand tho former and, therefore, they 
will have to put up with the latter.

.«ince my last letter on the subject of the Ecumeni­ 
cal Councu there has appeared in the London news­ 
papers a letter from the Pope addressed to Arch­ 
bishop Maanlng. Of these two dignitaries it Is diffl- 
cult to say which u me best abused man, at least by 
the BriLsh newspapers. 
If h u Holiness says noth- 
ing he is taken to task for his silence; if he writes 
anyming he is deuouaoed for daring to write. Tbe 
letter of which f speak is simply a document by 
which Plus the Ninth seeks to correct an error into 
which a great uuraber of English w riters on the sub­ 
ject had faUen. They nave for a long time been 
abasing him for daring to convene a council by 
which these opinions would be condemned. 
Tho 
Pope writes now that this la a m istake. Tho Conncil, 
he says, la not called together to decide upon any 
former heresy or error, all of which nave been long 
ago condemiieil. 
But what is m eant Is to discuss 
and decide m atters connected with tue falih and 
dLcipllne of the Church, and if others, not of the 
Church, wish their dim culties to be sm oothed-or 
their way to be m ade clear, la order to enter the 
Catholic Church, they have only to come to Rome, 
where learned divines will show them what U the 
train, and so forth. The letter is m at of a simple- 
minded old man, a fervent beUever in his own creed, 
aud very anxious indeed th at others should join that 
creed, or church, which be believes to be tbe only 
true one. But it has been met by a torrent of abuse 
from tbo Eugliah press, and U the poor Pope had 
ordered an invasion of England he could hardly be 
in greater dtefavor than be U with the wise men of 
this wise land. But tn England m en m ust not dare 
even to think differently from the InlaUlble press, 
which Is the most Intolerant of all powers tn the 
world, and yet Is always proclaiming tteelf to be the 
most tolerant. And now to return to where I left 
off In my last, respecting w hat no doubt tbe coming 
CouncU will be occupied m ' discussing, namely, the 
personal InralllbiIUy of tho Pope, when speaking 
ex m tnedm , or ofllcialiy, on m atters of faith. 
As 1 said tn a former letter, there can be little doubt 
that this dogma wUl be deflned at the CouncIL 
aud, us I believe. It will become part aud parcel of 
the faith of tho Catholio Church. 
My reason for 
thinking so is, that of the many Catholic bishops 
and p n esu you meet at present on iheir way to 
luime one aud all seem to think th at the great 
majority of the CouncU will be In favor of this 
action.. Even those who aro anU gom atlc to the doc­ 
trine and who do not think that the question ought 
to be mooted at present seem to believe that U 
mooted It will be carried by a very large majority. 
On the other hand iho've who are In favor of the 
dogma say that the denial of the Infallibility of the 
Homan Puuilff Is neither obscure, unobirualve or 
luteut, but that it Is patent, nototlous, im portunate 
and urganued. It exisw , as they say. not indeed 
in power, as once It did In France; but it exists still, 
l u roots are yet lu the soil and alive. They look 
upon Uiw denial of the infallibility as an error of tho 
gravest klniU They say m at it exists in a handful 
or active aud Hostile m m ds in England and In 
Goruiauj, and it has been taken up by ProtesianU m 
both countries as a weapon of coutroversy or of con- 
tumely> agaiust me Caiholio Church, and espeoialiy 
the Holy aec. Catholics, they assert, are virtuaUy 
united on all doctrmes of faith, even on the Immac­ 
ulate Conception; but ou the mfaillblllty of the Pope 
there la a divergeuce, which me enemies of the 
Church thins, or pretend to tUInk, is a contradiction

AS Arcliouhop Manning, wno seems to be

CONSTANTINOPLB, NoV . 6. 1869. 
On the evening of the aath of October I started 
from the railroad station at Pestn on the way to the 
residence of tho formerly "sick m an” of tho Bos­ 
phorus, who, notw ithstanding his desperate state of 
health, and hla more than desperate state of finances 
at th at time, is now dlspoaslug hospitality to royal 
and Imperial guests. 
The train conveying tho Em peror of A ustria and 
hla suite preceded us by three hours. On our jour­ 
ney from Best to Baziash, on tho Danube, notblng 
occurred beyond the ordinary monotonous Incidents 
or a night train w ithout sleeping cars and over­ 
crowded with passengers. 
Towards m orning we 
found ourselves In tho lower Banat or Plain 
of Sontheru 
Hungary—a 
country 
very 
much 
like Southern Russia or the pralnes of Southeru 
Illiuols. The Banat is the moat productive part of 
Hungary, and la famous for lu fino wheat. 
At half-past eight o’clock we arrived at Baziash, 
Close ou the heels of the Im perial party, who hod 
takea the steam er two hours and a half bofore. 
We 
found the arches covered w ith evergreens, the flags 
flying and the decorations still unremoved. Every- 
thing ludlcated the recent presence of the royal 
pilgrims to M ohammedan sanctuaries, as well 
as to 
iho Christian 
sUrlues. 
The passengers 
were 
much 
disappointed 
at

finding 
tbe 
steam er 
In 
watting 
which 
was 
to 
take ua down tho Danube, and were obliged to wait 
hour alter hour in tbe muddy Bezlosn. Tbe delay 
had the effect ol m aking ail the travellers better ac­ 
quainted, and it was soon discovered that on tho 
passenger train from Pesth there were representa- 
Uvea of no lesa than eighteen nationaUtlea. There 
was an American from Northern Oregon, a Knssian 
general from iho Caucases, an English Member of 
Parliam ent, a shopkeeper from Tlflis, Georgia, and 
every nationality of Western Europe, without a 
single exception, was represented. Tho mieresi 
aroused by such a varied acquaintance helped to 
wear away the time, which, uuder all oralnary cir­ 
cumstances, hangs so hoavUy where one is uoltged 
to wait for a tram or a steamer. At half-past three 
m the afternoon the steam er was at the pier, and at 
four wo started.

way, the best we couio, into little boats, which were 
to transport us on board the steam er. 
Fortunately 
thew eaiber was favorable and the waves did not 
run hign, so that

danger. The mdlgnallon, however, was universal. 
The nigh road to the ancient capital of the Eastern 
Homan empire, aud the chief city of the Mahom- 
medau world In mo<lem times, was found to be m 
such a state a* to threaten tbe life of every passen­ 
ger who has occasion to travel over it. Beautiful 
fruits 01 the Anglo-lorklsh alliance. 1 was glad to 
flud that there were some Englishmen lu tho com­ 
pany who acknowledged this, and who did not 
hesitate to say that England’s course in the Eastern 
question was not oniy um nristlan, but hostile to 
Eugiish interests. Eugiaud has estranged the fecl- 
lugs ot all Christians in the East, it is seen that she 
Is an enemy of the most sacred principles tue mo­ 
m ent that they may lend to dimmish her powof. 
This made England the friend of a «lavoholdmg re- 
bellloa m Amsrtco, the enemy of Crete at a time 
wncu aU Europe advised the cession of the Island to 
Greece. And this sam e principle of shorisighied 
setfl.-hncss will deprive her of every friend In ths 
world and reduce her to a state of hopelessuesslu the 
great laniily ot nations. 
VVTtli regard to the \ arna 
Railroad the Turkish government dues nut pay the 
guarantee of six per cent, on the plea m at the 
tneE uglish company does uot fulfil Its contract. 
The English company, receiving no dividends, allows 
tne pubiio to fltiu its way over tne road the best way 
u can. 
After escaping all perils by sea and land wc arrived 
at Couswuimople ou the 'juih, late m the evsuiug, 
and found tne city entirely occupied with the recep­ 
tion of tbe Austro-Hungarian monarch. Admiral Te- 
getlioff, having under uis command four vessels of the 
Austrian fleet, aw aited the Emperor at Varna.

Upon entoriag the 
Bosphorus the ilrst salute iired tu houur ol the impe­ 
rial vlsiuir was from ths yacht ol the Crown Frinco 
of ITussia. 
This welcome was soon joined In by Hie 
lurkiBii iiian-ol-war and Mohainiucdisui, or at least 
Its repr»y«ntaUvcs expressed, tliuir joy at tbe arrival 
of Ins Apostolic .Ma)cnty in tlie city ol tne Buitaii. 
The Milianteli cast anchor In the Ba^pliorus, and 
the «m ían appeared in bta caiqno, wearing the oiuer 
01 HS. Mepiiuu, and going on board was met by the 
Em peror at tne hea>l of tlie stairs. The temporal

A lter the prescr.taMon hy tho Em peror of the prin- 
cipai perzoiiH of bis suite the MiiUan retired, and 
received a visit shortly alier Irom iiis guest.

THE 
SUEZ CMAL. 


PORT Said, Nov. 8,1809. 
Two yrears ago it w as the good fortune of yoor 
correspondent to pass over the entire Hue of the 
Saez Ship Canal, between Port Said and Suez; to 
spend some tim e on 
the 
fresh 
w ater 
canal, 
between ism allla and tbe latter town, and to forward 
to the Herald the earliest full account of those 
great works ever pnblisbed In an American journal. 
In tbe communication referred to I briefly pointed 
out tbe difflcnitles whloh had then been overcome and 
those which suu rem ained to bo mot. I at the sam e 
time stated tbe opinion, an opinion which more re- 
cent experience bas proved to be correct, that these 
dlfflcniues had always been greatly over estim ated, 
and Closed my letter expressing my conviction that 
the work would beauccesstuliy completed within the 
given time. 
The oanal may now be 
prononnced fimshed, 
though from i,5UO,ooo to 1,400,000 cubic m etres of 
earib yet rem ata to be dredged from Its bed tn order 
to give It the m axim um depth of eight m etres 
(twenty-atx feet three inches). Eight days only in­ 
tervene between my present w riting and tbo formal 
opening of tbe work. The completion of tbo oanal 
may therefore fairly be considered an accomplished 
fact. It now only rem ains to be seen w hether it can 
be kept perm anently open, and whether It wfil at­ 
tract Bumclent business |o it to enable Its proprietors 
to make It pay. 
Retrospects of great enterprises successfally car­ 
ried to completion have this very Im portant advan- 
tage over mere prospective speculations, th at they 
are profitable aa weU as popniar, which the latter 
seldom are. No more favorable opportunity than the 
present Is likely to offer lor pointing out some of the 
more salient changes whloh this oanal Is likely to 
effect in the commerce of Europe, aud tn order the 
more thoroughly to do this I propose to consider 
the questions of mam tenanco and probable business 
separately- 
First, then, as to the perm anent availability of tbe 
canal for tbo purposes of navigation. Granted that 
the canal Is built, grave doubts apparently still 
exist In the m inds of m any as to the ability of the 
company to keep it open. Mr. J. Fowler, in his very 
able report and letter upon the canal published 
last year, stated as his opinion that the silting up 
of tne sand at tbe Port Said entrance and the ac- 
tloh of the waters of the M editerranean would bo 
found to bo so great that the western je ttr would 
have to be lengthened and strengthened, and th at 
tho more exposed portions of the canal—such, for 
instance, as Ei Guiar and Scrapeum—would have to 
bo planted with trees for tbe purpose of attracting 
the sand drift across tho desert and keeping It from 
falling into the canak 
In order to fully appreciate the validity of Mr. 
Fowler’s argum ent it wUl be necessary for tho reader 
to understana as fully as he can be expected to 
w ithout personal Inspection the nature of ttfc har­ 
bor of Port Said and tbe plan upon wUlch the jetties 
have been conatruoted. I will therefore endeavor 
briefly to deecnbe them :— 
Port said, as Is now generally known, la situated 
on the eastern shore of the M editerranean, 120 miles 
north of Alexandria, and nearly midway between 
tho eaatom m outh of tho Nile and tbe Gulf of 
Polense or Polusium. Previous to tbe creation of 
tbe town It was simply a low, sandy beach, open to 
the sea and divided from Lake Menzaleli by a n ar­ 
row rtdge of sand. In order to form a harbor at once 
safe and epacious enough to accommodate the fleets 
of ships which were expected to seek transit through 
the canal It was proposed to build two jetties or 
piers, at right angles with the shore, which has ac­ 
cordingly been done. These jetties are respectively 
8,600 and 2,600 yards, rather more than two mllee 
and one mile and a half In length. 
They are 
1,660 yards ap art at thsir 
shore end and 450 
yards at their sea end, and embrace a triangular 
area of 675 acres. Thu area has been dredged to th e 
depth of thirty feet and forma the outer harbor, or 
uani port, where vessels will anchor before enter­ 
ing the basins which commmUcate with the canal. 
The piers are constm ctod of huge concrete blocks, 
composed of sand m ixed with hydrauUo lime, 
brought from Thiel, In France, and weigh twenty, 
two tons each. The m ethod pursued In constrncUng 
the piere was as simple as that employed In forming 
be blocks. Three blocks were placed side by side 
on ibe ocean bed. Cpon these two more were placed 
in a sim ilar m anner, and on this substratum others 
were dropped irregularly till the requisite height 
was reached. Great fears were entertalaed on the 
occasion of my second visit (November, 1889), even 
by tbe engineers tbomselves, that the Nile deposits, 
whloh are continually flnding their way eastw ard to 
the am ount, it Is estim ated, of 18,000,OOO cubic yards 
per annum , would gradually slit up and obstruct 
the harbor, notw ithnandlug tbe slicltor afforded by 
the west jetty. 
These fears have unfortunately 
proved but too well founded, and a bank of sand of 
very considerable extent 
has gradually formed 
witbin, as well as w ithout the piers. Tho change In 
the shore line produced by the alluvial accum ula­ 
tions west of the mam pier will not, It is thought, 
affect the utility of the harbor, thouirh It may. In 
course of time, necessitate tbe lengtnening of the 
pier Itself; but with tbe deposit that baa already 
formed within the harbor tho case Is widely dif­ 
ferent. This dllficulty, which m ight easily have 
been obviated by building tho jetties solid fully up 
to, If not a llttlo above, tho w ater line, thus pro 
eluding the possibility of tho sand drifting through 
tho Interstices, us it now does, threatens to be a 
serious expense to the company. 
In brief, it m ust 
be adm itted th at this part of the work bas failed. 
The western jetty. If not both jetties, m ost be ren­ 
dered Intact, or dredges will have to be employed to 
an extent th at wiu seriously interfere with the 
irafflo through the canal. 
In reference to iho second point raised by Mr. 
row lcr—VIZ., tho accumulation of sand in tbe chan­ 
nel of the canal In Us more ex posed portions, caused 
jy the winds on the. d esert—there is less need for 
liscusslon. 80 long as the public mind rem ained 
possessed with tbe Idea that the wffole line of the 
<ianal lay through a desert composed ol fine, drifting 
ian<l great strosa was laid npoo the hopelessness of 
tccping the canal open, and many saw, or pre­ 
tended to see. in this a suiflelent excuse for believ- 
tng the project impracticable. 
But wiih m ure accn- 
rau) kuowie.Igo in regara to the localities has como 
e corresponding change In opinion. There arc, In 
rsHity, but three points throughout the entire length 
if the canal likely to oe affected to any considerable 
extent liy sand from the desert. These are El Guisr 
to tho north and Serapeum and Chaloiif on the 
sm th. At these points the cuttings are deep, and 
toe banks consequently high and much exposed. 
Oirliig to llifir height, the simple expedient of 
f'.iining a wall or dvks by depositing the sand 
drsdged out of the canal on eltner sido of the canal 
sw found Impracticable, and It may lu coiise- 
tyieiice oe found necessary to consiruct an aniilnial 
tioce, or Ui plant trees and slirnbs, as suggened by 
Mr, howler. 
A dredge or two lu lAko Tliusau may. 
It II thought, also be found nocewary. 
Another obstacle to tUeT successful navigation of 
UiO canai has presented Itself, In the esiimatlon of 
mahy. In the destracUvs action of tw waters, can-ted 
by tbo passage through It of largo vessels, kiany

Is much b et­ 
ter than theory. One half of tbe canal has been na­ 
vigated for twelve montos by small steam ers and 
sailing sbipa w ithout any unlavorable result. 
The 
tcndeaoy of the submerged portion of the banks la 
unquestionably to harden under the action of tho 
salt water; and It Is not improbable th at by the time 
the canal la excavated to its m axim um depth and 
width throughout, and ready to adm it ves.sels of tbe 
largest size, the banks will have acquired such a de­ 
gree of solidity aa to leave no suificlent cause fur 
further apprehonslon on this score, 
in the sharp 
curves and other very exposed pertlons of the canal 
it may be found neoes.sary to face tbe slopes with 
stone above and below tbe w ater line; but tbls is a 
contingency that may never arise; and, to sum u;) 
briefly the wbole subject Immediately under 'Con- 
alderation-vlz., tbe m aintenance of the canal as a 
perm anent navigable channel between the two s e a s - 
It may, I think, be confldently assertod that the 
m eans and appliances which have served to create 
It will assuredly suffice to keep u m a state of effec- 
tlve operation. 
Tho Impossibility or dlffionlty of supplying tho ab­ 
straction of the waters of tbe Bitter Lakes during 
the evaporation of the sum mer montlis through the 
ordinary section of the canal between tbe Bitter 
l,akes and Suez has been made another point of 
discussion by Mr. Fowler, but as no am ount of mere 
speculative* reasoning will in the slightest degree 
assist ths general reader to an appreciation of the 
m erits of such an argum ent I forbear to discuss it 
here. 
Tho practical n tilitj of the canal Itself and its 
mam tenance for the purposes of navigation ad- 
mltted, the real question remains, wilt it pay? Will 
the traffic through it be lufflctenc to m eet not only 
tbe enormous coat of comdruotlon but tbe contlngeut 
expense which Its operation m ust for a considerable 
season entail upon its projectors ? 
In order to answer this question satlsraclorllr It 
wfil be necessary to consider briefly two other 
pointó—First, what was the purposo for whloh tne 
canal was constructed 7 and, second, is th at oblect 
likely to be attained, and If so, by what m eans? 
Tho prim ary object la bnlldlng the canal, as is 
now pretty generally understood, was to save not 
only the long and tedious voyago round the Capo of 
Good Hope, but also the more expeditious yet more 
troublesome and exponalvo railway route across the 
Isthmus. The foHowing table will show the saving 
effected In distance by the canal over tne Cape route 
between the ports named and Point de Galle, Ceylon, 
which is chosen as representing a point of mean 
dUtance In tbe Eastern seas:—

Clearly there is a saving of fifty per cent in dis­ 
tance and a proportionate saving m tim e between 
tne canal and Cape rontea. The distance and time 
by railway between Alexandria and Suez by the 
present travelled route via Zagazlg la very nearly 
the asme aa th at through the canal; bat the expense 
and dolaff neceaiary In breaking cargo at Alex­ 
andria, tranaponlng U across tho isthmus, and re- 
Bhipplng It at Suez are so great os to give the canal 
very greatly the advantage for the future. 
Indeed, there can bo no good reason for doubting 
that the canal company can afford, under alm ost any 
clrcumatances, to giro transit to steam ers at rates 
which will defy successful competition on the part 
of the railway company for the transit of heavy 
goods across tbe isthm us. Aa regards the route 
round the Capo the case is different, ft Is estim ated 
that from live to six mUllon tona of shipping en­ 
gaged in the India and China trade now annually 
double tbe Cape of Good Hope. A considerable sbare 
of tbls traffic It is the hope of M. de Lesseps and his 
co-projectors to be able to divert to the ship canal. 
W hether they will be able to do so rem ains to be 
seen, and tn the opinion of m any well Informed ship­ 
pers la very doubtful, 
it la wall known that a large 
proportion of the products of the East seeking 
European m arkets will not afford to pay a steam 
freight in addition to the 'oil required by the com­ 
pany under Its present tariff, and It Is equally cer- 
tain 
th at 
the 
oanal 
and 
Its 
eastern 
ex- 
ensioD, the Rad 
Sea, oannot be euccesafuliy 
navigated by Bailing vessels. 
The consequence 
wlU bo that the Cape liners and clippers will con­ 
tinué to sail their present route till compelled, by 
competuion, to seek tho short out across, 
steam 
wUl, however, aooner or later, supersede sailing ves­ 
sels altogether. 
Sieamors flrted with auxiliary 
screws, of light draft, and otherwise adapted to tho 
navigation of the canai and the Red sea , will be 
built expressly for the trade, and when they are the 
traffic through the canal will largely Increohe and 
th at round the Gape be proportionately reduced. 
Tho following faota, compiled Irom the offlplal 
register of the canal company, though It cannot de­ 
term ine even the probable extent of the future basi­ 
nets of the canal, may serve in some degree to fur­ 
nish the general reader with a safe basis npon wbicb 
to eetlraate Its relative Importance to the several 
European Powers. 
M. de Lesseps estimates that from 2,000,000 to 
8,000,000 tona will pass through the canal during 1870, 
and that this am ount will be doubled the following 
year. 1 see no good reason for thinking tne estim ate 
xcesslve; for it m ast be borne In mind th at all ves- 
seta using the canal are required to pay toll (ten 
franca or two dollars per ton) on ihoir m easurem ent 
tonnage, whether they have the cargo on board or 
not. 
The English and the French will, for some time at 
least, be the largest customers of tho canal com­ 
pany. their rival steamship iinea. the Peninsular 
and oriental and Mossagerles Irapf^rlalos, furnishing 
now the chief mediums of communication between 
Enrope and the East. But In this respect, as In many 
others, this new highway must effect a radical and 
perm anent change. 
If permanently successful It 
m utt practically cot off Alexandria, Marseilles and 
Southam pton from the monopoly they have so long 
held of the Mediterranean trade with Egypt and the 
East, and open the fleld to successful competuion. 
Brindisi and other ports on the eastern coast of 
Italy, by reason of their greater proxim ity to Port 
said, will share largely in the rich trade of Marseilles 
and Southampton. Trieste also will bocorao a for­ 
midable competitor 
for 
the 
trade of Central 
Enrope. 
The Austrian Lloyd's lino of steam ers 
from tbe latter port 
it doing 
a steadily in­ 
creasing business, and Already giving evidence that 
it feels tbe sti^ulus. 80 far as tbe passenger, mall, 
and fast freight traffic with the East Is concerned It 
sfloms well nigh certain that these two porta will 
supplant their older and wealthier rivals altogether. 
A new commercial era Is dawning on Central 
Europe, the events and results of which it Is now 
impossible to aoiermtne. 
As for our neighbor, Alex­ 
andria, Which has furnished altogether the most re­ 
m arkable iiistancA of growth In the East, It seems 
not unlikely that the canal will operate nnfavorabiy. 
B oau will proceed from European ports direct to tbe 
canal Instead of to Alexandria as hitherto. Thus 
left aside, save for the purposes of local trade, it 
must declino almost its rapidly as it has risen.

The $l,ooo bill was given to me, 
and I sent It to the secretary’s offlcs to ascertain if 
It were genuine, and U was found to be so; on the 
following m orulug I saw Dr. Wedekind and 1 found 
tbat tbc body of Mr. t.alier was burled at the Lu 
thersn Cemetery at w iiiamaburg; I was advised lo 
give him back that bill and to take tbs num ber of 
It; I told bim this and he refused to take It; Dr. 
Wed'ekmd said, “I have taken this bill as evidence, 
and 1 refuse to take It back;” I kept tbc bUl in safety 
imtil 1 gave it up; Dr. Wedekind was m tho office 
some time and he was asked to take the bin back 
aud make the same com plaint before a m agistrate. 
Cross-examined by Mr. KlnUiug—He told me tbat 
ho wanted the oiU as evidence; 1 toid him the msL 
lor was not in my juriwllctlon; 1 was called upon in 
relation to th at blit by Mr. Utto Meyer; Mr. Meyer 
called upon me for that bill; be showed me an as­ 
signment from Ur.

By Mr. M oyer-You wisned me to keep It In mv 
custody until a court of civU junsdlcUon had de­ 
cided to whom It belonged. 
By tho Judge I told Dr. Wedekind th at I w u 
directed to oifer him tho bill by tho Dlstrlot Attor- 
uey; bo still reiuseU to take it: he told mo th at he 
had said nothing about the gloo or gl.uou to any­ 
body except hts wife. 
Dr. Joseph C u sh m an -I am Deputy Coroner; I 
saw Dr. Weuekmd on the I6th uiu, between nine 
and ten o’clock in the morning; he aatd hu had been 
there at eight o’clock In the morning.

It la claimed that by appllcalious to 
me ground tbls salt produces an am ount of mois­ 
ture that answers every purpose obtained by sprink­ 
ling. No mephitic vaiiora or deleterious odors arise 
from lU use, u far as known, and it Is believed tb a t 
something h u at l u t been found tbat will afford to 
the overheated pavem euts of New York a relief from 
the tnjuiious tem peratures baking out the vitality 
from residents on thU Island. 
STRKBT SPKINKLINO. 
With this m atter of sprlnklm t, u with the several 
sorts of pavem ent that are brought tolo publlo 
nuUce, the Commlaaioners of the Park take pains to 
test thoroughly those th at appear to have any value 
Whatever. Trials of them are upon a small, but 
aufficlenuy extensive scale to enable them to decide 
whether they should be rejected or whether they are 
worthy of more extended use. 
The w atering of streets anu roads has only w ithin 
a few years been recognized u a necossitr In our 
citlea The machinery for the purpose, at first very 
crude, has been gradually Improved, but is stUl far 
irom being satisfactory. It Is ditllculi to guage and 
control the am ount of water to be delivered on Uio 
roadway so u t o meet the rapidly chagglng condl- 
uons or the atmospaore. It cannot be done by 
machinery with any degree of perfection. Observa­ 
tion 01 «the w eather aud the adaptation of the quan­ 
tity of water to the existing condition of the 
road and tho weather require a nicer discrim lnatloa 
than Is given to it. The am ount of water ou the 
roadway which In one hour will fasten the dust and 
reader the road agreeable will a t another hour 
leave a muddy suriace- The cart or vehicle by m eans 
of which the water is distributed is lu itself a great 
encumbrance to tbe rooaway. 
A drive through dusty streets Is no longer oonsld- 
cred tolerable, and modern Improvements lu cities 
call for new methods avoiding dust, not merely for 
tbc comfort of those who travel upon the road but to 
prevent tne great w u te and loss done to all kinds 
of goods by the all-permeating nuisance. 
Very much may be accomplished by the original 
proper oousirucuon of streets, not only or their sur­ 
face but of thclr Bub-Biructurc. Much may be ac­ 
complished by Bweepmg uud w u h tn g the streets; 
tbe rest m ust be left to other means. 
The results of the experim ents on the Park in 
Im provem enu lu ail methods of beauiHylng anu 
reuiierlng m ore commodious and agreeable tbe 
streets and grounds of cities are valuable, u no one 
in the employ of the Board Is perm itted to give a 
certificate th at can be used u a puff or advertiso- 
m eut of an invention. Tbe resultó of these experi­ 
m ents show lor themselves, and for this reason the 
approbatioQ of the Pork Commtssioaera la sought 
for by the Inventing class, and because of the care 
exercised lu expressm g opinions on these subjects 
the whole country regards testimony from this 
quarter with respect. 
PAVEMENTS. 
The Park Commissioners, among their other labors, 
have come to be regarded as reliable exam iners of 
improvements in tne m atter oi construction of 
pavements, of roads aud walks, of m aterials for 
house coustrncUun and other kindred purposes, and 
In this they arc renUermg the public a quiet but 
essential service. 
When an inventor or prom oter of any pavem ent 
or other article brings forward tne fact th at his arti­ 
cle has been used for the Park as his great reliance 
it Is well to inquire whether this use has been a 
m ere trial. 
TUB PAVEMENT OF TBE FUTURE. 
Of all pavem euts in wnich tbe Commissioners are 
engaged m testing there is none that has come 
under their observaUon promising more than a hard, 
cryslallzed mineral substance, ol rocky formation, 
found in atm ndaut quantities at Beysel, Switzerland. 
This substance is dark la color, and Is massed m 
irregular ouUmes. To obtain tbc required form 
necessary 
to work 
It 
Into a pavem ent 
tlic 
substance undergoes an Intense degree of heat. Is 
gradually fused aud becomes a palpable powder. 
Wltb mis powder a sort of plasterls made antf applied 
to the surtaoe ol tho aireei wltb roilcra which are 
filled with red hot iron. 
When completed the pave­ 
m ent will last alm ost forever, and with years will 
gam solidity and durability. 
Great couUdeuce is expressed tb at the pavem ent 
will. In general, be a success beyoud wbat has been 
sought for by Inventors. It u but slightly bitum in­ 
ous, and this well proportioned quality bas long 
been the golden mean wanted. Not to parUcularize, 
there are many pavem ents in the city that have 
been utter fallares. Now, a smooth, elastic, durable, 
cheap aud practicable one has been louud.

First of all 
they must learn to recognize the great facta 
established by the war. 
They must not forget 
that in this progressive ago, and in view of the 
progress goiag on all around us, there is eome- 
thing more donvanded of them than devotion 
to the “ time-honored principies" of the demo­ 
cratic party, and they will have to mould their 
páicy in the matrix of progressive thought. 
They must learn also to abandon those old 
issues on which they were defeated in the 
Presidential contests of 18C0, 18G4 and 18C8, 
as well as in the other decisivp fights of Inter­ 
vening years, remembering that as they enter 
upon a new era of power there is a new condi­ 
tion of things to which they must adjust 
themselves if they hope to preserve snpre- 
maoy. 
Do the loaders of the Tammany demo­ 
cracy see the question In this U^ht? 
We 
think that Peter B. Sweeny comprehends the 
situation, and 
as bo has 
declared that 
although not claiming to be the chief, be is the 
adviser of Tammany, he may so direct its 
counsels and so shape the action of the next 
Legislature as to lay down the landmarks for 
the party throughout the whole country and 
make things all square for a democratic candi­ 
date in 1872. 
The democracy have a fair 
show to make good their ground of occupation 
for the Presidential fight if prudence only con­ 
trols their counsels In this very delicate crisis 
of their history. 
A good deal will depend 
npon the Initiative which the Albany Legisla­ 
ture may take, and the action of that body 
will consequently be watched 
with much 
interest. 


Ih e Democmtio State Coaaril. 
The democracy of the State, represented by 
the most intelligent elements of the party, have 
just been in council at Albany. The New York 
leaders—who are to be the guides of the future 
policy of the party by right of the priority of 
majorities as well, perhaps, as by their tact as 
managers—had an opportunity of meeting with 
the most prominent men of the party through­ 
out the entire State, an opportunity of compar­ 
ing notes with them suggesting a new policy 
and possibly dictating what shall be the future 
of the democracy, not only in this State, but 
throughout the whole country. 
In many re­ 
spects this was a moat important council. 
It 
did not partake of the character of a conven­ 
tion, because the members were not elected at 
primary meetings, but were Invited to meet 
the chiefs in the State capital, and in the 
Executive Mansion to boot—a fit and proper 
place just now. 
It was not a caucus, because 
it possessed none of the features of these mys­ 
terious intricacies of party machinery, as it 
had no ‘’slate" to make nor any candidates to 
nominate. 
But it was all the more remarkable 
event from the fact that it was free from all the 
common¡ilace action of conventloas and cau- 
cusses, and if the parties who participated in 
that council realized the result of their delib­ 
erations and measured the strength of the pre­ 
sent position which 
the democratic party 
occupies in this State, as perhaps they did, 
they must have seen that a good deal depended 
upon their procecdinge. 
We have a fair outline of what the democrats 
propose to do under their new lease of power 
with regard to the restoration of local govern­ 
ments, with regard to dealing with republican 
commissions, and the delicacy with which these 
latter must be approached, with reference also 
to the firtoenth amendment and other* im­ 
portant matters. 
The published and sensible 
opinions of Peter B. Sweeny upon these ques­ 
tions may be received, we presume, an reflec­ 
tions of the purposes and general action of the 
party, and we have no reason to suppose that 
these viowB were dissented from in the Albany 
council. 
Thus far, then, we can assume what 
the policy of the democrats will be. 
There 
may be diflicultiofl in the way of this laid down 
]>oIicy, but one thing is certain, that if the 
democratic leaders in this State act wisely 
they have a magnificent future in tbeir control ¡ 
but if rashness infests their councils not only 
will a grand opportunity for the party itself be 
thrown away, but the chances of doing much 
good to the whole community will go with it. 
They must act with the consideration for the 
interests of the State and the whole people, 
and they must direct their course with an 
honest recognition of the Immense responsi­ 
bility resting upon them. 
A dominant party 
has iU duties as well as its rights of conquest 
to consider. 
Power and tlie possession of 
spoil, although they may be the most attrac­ 
tive, are not the gravest things which belong 
to party success. A wise exercise of power in 
the majority is a pulilic claim that cannot be 
disrajarded without damaging those who would 
heedlessly set that claim aside; and this is 
flome.bing which the victorious party must not 
forgei. 
If the democratic party would lay a good 
foundation for their Presidential aspirations in 
1872 ihey must act with wisdom, or they may 
be oisted from their present post of occupa­ 
tion. But there is a good deal more than this 
more ambitious longing expected of the Tara 
many democracy. They may be regarded nov 
as the nucleus of a new policy aoi a power to 


The BarUnwama MUaion and Its 
From the first movement* of the Chinese 
mission of which H e. Burlingame is the chief— 
yes, almost before it left the shores of China— 
it was assailed in every possible way by the 
old British traders and opium smugglers, both 
in China and England. 
This same party has 
pursued it ever since with unrelenting hos­ 
tility. Though powerless to injure the mission 
or to retard its important work, this old British 
party has vented its venom of anger and mis­ 
representation on all occasions. 
We have been 
told, for instance, 
that Mr. Burlingame’s 
treaties and proceedings were not approved 
by the government at Pekin, that he and his 
mission had fallen Into disfavor, and that there 
was no intention to sanction what he bad done. 
So powerful and plausible have these British 
traders and opium smugglers been that they 
even brought over the late American Minister, 
Mr. Ross Browne, to their side, and against 
the Interests of his own country. 
Weak as 
this gentleman was, evidently. It is clear these 
old British traders have a vast Influence both 
in the ports of China and at London. 
They have never recovered from the blow 
given to them by the splendid reception of the 
Burlingame mission and the treaty made with 
it in this country, for these necessarily led to 
a cordial reception and similar treaties in 
Europe. Much as the India and China traders 
in London and the British press disliked the 
American treaty and the new polisy inaugu­ 
rated by that, the government was compelled 
to make a virtue of necessity by receiving the 
mission and by making a treaty with it similar 
to the one made in the United States. Still the 
British do not like the new policy, and are per­ 
sistent in their endeavors to make it appear that 
Mr. Burlingame and bis course are repudiated at 
Pekin. We have been satisfied all through that 
this was a malicious misrepresentation. 
Now 
the news that comes to us from the embassy 
in Europe and from Chin* shows there has 
been no foundation for these reports. 
The 
proceedings and treaties of Mr. Burlingame 
are approved at Pekin, and the delay in rati­ 
fying the treaties is not caused by any hos­ 
tility to them, but simply because the Chinese 
government is waiting till the embassy has 
completed its labors and all can be considered 
and ratified at the same time. 
There can be 
little doubt of the ratification of the treaties, 
for they are favorable to China and a necessity 
in the present affairs of the world. 
This, in 
brief, is the actual situation of the mission and 
the position of the Chinese government. 
The 
old opium 
smugglers and British traders 
might just as well stop their misrepr esent*- 
tions and hostility, for they cannot arrest the 
progress of Chin* in its peaceful destiny to 
freer Intercoiu-se with and assimilation to the 
civilized nations of the world. 


T u b Monthly D ebt S tatem ent.— Secre­ 
tary Boutwell has issued the debt statement of 
the United States for the month of November. 
From it we learn that the debt was, on the 1st 
inst., $2,648,284,682, with $104,674,947 in the 
Treasury, deducting which left the total debt 
$2,453,550,785. 
On the 1st of November the 
debt was $2,461,131,180; so that the decrease 
during the month was $7,571,454, or a total 
decrease since President Grant's installation of 
$71,903,524. 
The unusually large sum of 
money reported in the Treasury will attract 
attention. 
It exceeds by some millions ony 
balance heretofore reported. 


G eneral G rant and t u b S ubcdlators.— 
Last September, when

“ bulls" 
threatened a panic by a movement which if 
uninterrupted would have put gold to fabu­ 
lous figuren, General Grant ordered the sale of 
a few millions from the Treasury and the 
bubble burntod.

The Isthmus of Darien Is only some ten 
degrees north of the equator, whiJe the Isth- 
mus of Suez is crossod by the thirtieth degree 
of north latitude ; yet the summer heats at 
Suez are frightful to think of, while the hottest 
days at Darien are comparatively pleasant. 
The great rainless deserts on both sides 
of the latbmns of Suez and the Red Sea 
are the cause of the intense 
heat 
and 
withering dryness which prevail most of the 
year over all that region up to the Mediterra­ 
nean; while the Isthmus of Darien, lying inter­ 
locked batwoon two broad oceans, has a climate 
comparatively cool and moist, ¿om whatever 
quarter the winds may blow. 
On the Atlantic 
side flows northward tho great Equatorial 
current of warm water which, on emerging 
from the Gulf of Mexico, between Florida and 
Cubs, is called the Gulf Stream. 
On the 
Pacific 
side 
flows 
northward the groat 
Antarctic current of cold water. 
Hence the 
Isthmus ocean winds, which are comparatively 
cold, come from the Paciflo, while those which 
are warm and charged with their abounding 
rains come from the Atlantic. 
The movements of our planet on its axis 
and in its grand yearly circuit round the sun, 
the frozen poles of the earth, the burning 
equator, tho configuration of the continents, 
and the positions of the great islands and 
island groups of the oceans, the great moun­ 
tain chains, inland seas, deserts and forests of 
the fo ^ continents, all contribute to give 
direction to the currents of tho sea and the 
air, and to the winds which bring rain and 
life, and the winds charged with drought and 
death. 
Of all these causes those favorably 
affecting climates and productions operate in 
favor of the highest development of the regions 
around Darien; while the opposite causes 
make the countries on both sides, between 
Fort Said and tho mouth of the Red Sea, for 
great distances, a howling and irreclaimable 
wilderness, saving the narrow valley of the 
NÜe. 
The equatorial basins of the Pacific, the 
Indian and Atlantic oceans, are the great 
boilers of 
the sun, 
from which mainly 
the 
rains 
of 
tho 
earth 
are 
drawn, 
and from which 
various warm 
currents 
or mighty rivers in the sea go moving 
about the earth *, while from the Arctic and 
Antarctic seas are discharged various cold 
currents, affecting the climates of different 
parts of tho globe. 
The great rivers of South 
America and the rivers of Central America 
and Mexico add to the volume of the equa­ 
torial current which passes north through the 
Caribbean Sea and the Mexican gulf. 
Hence 
tho tremendous volume of the Gulf Stream 
through the Straits of Florida—a volume so 
vast and warm that in sweeping across the 
Atlantic it makes the genial climate of the 
British islands and softens even the arctic 
rigors of Sweden and Norway. 
Hence from 
this equatorial curreut, with its fruitful winds 
and abounding rains, the exceeding richness In 
their vegetable products of tho lands of South 
Americs, from La Plata northward, and of 
Central America, Mexico and the West India 
Islands. How advantageous, then, in view of our 
“manifest destiny," will be this Darien Canal, 
to which the regular currents of the winds of 
heaven and of the seas will b# tributary on 
both sides of our Continent. 
How immeasura­ 
ble are the advantages offered to us in the 
Darien Canal compared with those offered to 
Europe in the Suez Canal a glance at a map of 
the world will show. 
In reference to tho construction of tbs canal 
the engineering difficulties presented are not 
greater than those surmounted in the Suez 
Canal. 
At Suez no4 only had the canal to be 
excavated through a rainless desert of sand 
and shifting sandhills, but a fresh water canal 
was first required to supply the men and ani­ 
mals employed in the work. 
At Darien the 
heavy tropical rains and their washings will bo 
among the most serious difficulties to be over­ 
come in digging the canal. 
Hills of solid rock 
are harder to cut through than hillocks of sand, 
but once through the rock the canal is done 
and it la enduring, while at Suez ths work of 
dredging will have to be constantly kept up. At 
Suez every stick of timber and piece of lumber 
ofthe thoqsands of shiploads required on the 
work they had to bring by sea from great dis­ 
tances. 
At Darien the boundless forests of tho 
finest trees will be equal to any demand, as 
they have been the greatest Impediment to 
the explorations of the isthmus. 
We say 
nothing of the veins of silver and gold which 
lubricate the backbone of our Continent all the 
way through ; for wo hold that the advantages 
suggested ought to be sufficient for the imme­ 
diate undertaking and speedy execution of the 
Darien Canal.

republic and the great empire of the Czar, 
there is every probability, and indeed we may 
reasonably anticipate, that an appeal will not 
be without good effect. 
It is one of the signs 
of tho good time coming when In a spirit of 
comity representations of this character may 
bo made as between governmenta and in the 
interest of the people. 


D anqeroim Q uackery.— A coroner’s jury 
has just found, in a case In Elizabeth street, 
that death was accelerated by a state of facts 
“induced by gross Ignorance on tho part of 
John Scott.” John Scott's gross ignorance 
could have been no harm to tho woman if lie 
had not pretended to be a physician and Lad 
not tried to cure her disease by magnetic 
means. And all tho coroner’s jury does in the 
case is to threaten this fellow that it will be 
very severe with him If he kills another 
woman, and to recommend tho Kings County 
Medical Society to prosecute him as an un­ 
licensed practitioner.

The Darien Canal 
will be followed by or accompanied with the 
annexation of the West India Islands, Mexico 
and Central America. 
Our merchants next 
will establish their trading houses all along the 
coasts of tbe mainland down to Darien. They 
will next establish their e-Ycban^es in trade 
between the coffee producers of Brazil and the 
flour producers of Minnesota, and these ex­ 
changes of flour by tho lino of the Mississippi 
and the Gulf Stream (through the Gulf of 
Mexico and tbe Caribbean Seaj will pass into 
Brazil and draw thence by the same route the 
trade of “the mighty Amazon.” 
But per­ 
haps our dull philosopher is under the idea 
that the Gulf Stream has its beginning at the 
Straits of Florida, though it really comes 
from the equatorial basin of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and passing by tho mouth of the 
Amazon skirts the American coast by Darien 
into tho Gulf of Mexico.

Cotton

“in order to be able to euccesefully compote 
with the United States." 
Such are the words 
of a despatch which purports to bo dated in St, 
Petersburg yestonlay, aud comas to us through 
the Atlantic cable from England. 
Prince 
Gortschakoff knows very well that England 
has already, during tbe period of onr civil 
war and since, taken vast pains and expended 
large sums of money with the view of obtain­ 
ing cotton from India, and with exactly the 
sarao intent. 
Ho knows also that the scheme 
failed, almost miserably. 


London B oys for K a n sa s.— The Idea of 
tho Juvenile colony in Kansas to become a 
home for boys roclaimsd from tbe slums of 
great cities is an excoUont one. 
This plan for 
saving boys from the life of misery to which 
they seem destined to grow up when they 
begin In tho gutter was originated, we believe, 
by the Children’s Aid Society, which sent so 
many of our Gothamite ragamuffins to comfort­ 
able jiomes in tho country. 
It worked well, 
and we are glad to see that the reform schools 
of London arc disposed to send out their little 
charges on the same far journey. 
This is a 
nobl^ development of the charitable spirit of 
tho age. 
In tho first place the boys are bene­ 
fited iu being saved from paupers’ or criminals’ 
lives; the slty that loses them loses so many 
possiblo recruits for its prisons, and the coun­ 
try to wblch they go gains so many boys that 
needed only that opportunity to grow up 
useful and faonost men. 


Our spoolal correspondence from Pari* men­ 
tions some interesting details of tho American 
element in that great capital. 
The av era^ 
number of Americans in Paris throughout the 
year is estimatol at ten thousand, which proves 
that tlicy aro not slow In availing theraselvei 
of the groat facliitles now offered to cross tho 
Atlantic. 
To the American travelling publio 
Paris ofi ers attractions above all other European 
cities, and for several reasons. 
Firstly, it is 
tho groat centre of travel to aud from all promi­ 
nent parts; then it is the great emporium of 
fushioa, and therefore naturally attracts both 
sexes, but especially tho ladies. But tho great 
attraction that draws Americans to Paris is tba 
congeniality that prevails Iu general life. 
Tlio 
stiff formalities aud strict decorum which are 
too often observed In American and English 
private life become tedious. There is a longing 
for relaxation; even a dash of Mabllle offers a 
relief. 
Altogether there is a charm about 
Parisian life that must be experienced In order 
to be appreciated. 
Even Madame de SUel 
found that her banishment from Paris was the 
greatest puaisbmont that could baae been 
Inflicted upon her. Tho «avoir fa irt of tho 
French, In relation to all connected with ouU 
door life especially, has a tendency to suit the 
palate of the travelling publio generally. 
Moreover, although Americans profess the 
strictest republican ideas at homo there Is 
no doubt that the fact of being thrown con­ 
stantly* In contact with persons bearing high- 
sounding titles tends to tickle their vanity. 
Many daughters of wealthy Amorioau families 
have contracted high matrlmoalal aUlances, 
and in this light Paris assumes an Important 
position in the minds of pater fam ilias. 
As 
in all other affairs of the same kind, occasional 
abuses will occur; but to American citizens 
it cannot be otherwise than flattering to find, 
that they are placed on an equal footing with 
the descendants of old noble families, to many 
of whom the fact of contracting alliances below 
their own standard is considered an unpardon­ 
able sin, or, at least, a méaaUianee. 
The 
courteous hospitality extended to the repre­ 
sentative of the United States in Paris by tho 
Emperor is another link that will tend tu 
strengthen the ties of international friendship. 
To the commerce of Phris the visits of Ameri­ 
cans are of no mean importance, when wo con­ 
sider that on an average they contribute tbe 
yearly sum of about oue hundred millions of 
dollars. 
Unlike the English, who adhere 
almost exclusively to the Qiiartior St, Honoré, 
the Americans are found distributed through­ 
out the city, and are consequently more gene­ 
rally appreciated. It Is true that the Ameri­ 
can travailors are notorious for thoir lavish 
expenditure when abroad, but foreigners must 
not lose sight of the fkct that under tbe modest 
citizen names registered among the American 
arrivals in foreign cities there ore often com­ 
prised the owners of colossal fortunes that far 
exceed tho aspirations of princely descendants 
In Europe.

to Yokohama where the Idaho was found safely au- 
chorcd, sUa Uavmg passed the Delaware on the third 
day lu the thick weather. Admiral Kowau fears the 
Idaho 18 too much shattered aud too rottou to do 
tit for sea tviihont expensive repairs.

It is to be built entirely of granite, and will, 
it Is believed, prove cheaper In the end than any 
temporary structure, ana it Is hoped It will be but 
the commencement of permanent wharves and piers 
for the city of New York.

A pamphlet has just appeared, adopted ami 


approved by the central Republican Juntas ol Cuba 
and Porto Rico, in which Senator Snmner's speech 
adverse to the recognition or Cuba, delivered at the 
Bepublican Convention or Massachusetts September 
22,1869, is very freely analyzed. The pamphlet 
states that it would be Impossible to under- 
stand llr. Sumner's speech

liberal ideas. Cubans cannot think that the Dmted 
States sympathize with Spain. Mr. simmer wishes 
to restrain public sentiment. The American doc- 
trine means the exclusion of Europe from America. 
The two parallel questions or Alabama claims ana 
the recognition or Cuba cm be certainly maintained 
without any inconsistency or contradiction. They 
do not consider the Alabama claims their own; they 
consider Cuba a ae facto government.

A stated meeting of the German Immisration 


Society was neld yesterday afternoon with the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Sigistuund Kanfmann, in the chair. A 
report was submitted showing that during the 
month of Kovember 17,3-13 itomiirrsnts, of whom 
8,025'were Germans, had landed at this port. The 
report further showed that since the beginning of 
the year 249.30S immigrants had arrived at this port, 
of wuom 97.S71 were Germans, and that during the 
corresponding time last year there were 9J 992 
Germans laudsd at New York. 
The report of 
the 
Keller Committee showed that $5S4 had 
been expended in aiding needy Immigrants. By re- 
solution the sum of $1,000 was appropriated to meet 
tne demands of the committee during the current 
montfl. The treasurer's report was oaered, and 
showed that the assets of tne society were sas.ooo, 
aud that there was a balance of $3.066 in the trea- 
sury to meet current expenses.

Interview with Senator Sherman—Els Views 


Ilc£ardhiir Resumption of .Specie Payments- 
He Thinks tlio Tiuio Not Yes .Arrived—Dan- 
ser to the Commcn-ial Ciasscs—It Should 
be Gradual—ilia Funding Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30, 1869. 


Having givenyou the views of General Garfield, 


cbairniau of i lie House Committee on Banking ana 
Currency, on tlie financial question, it may may not 
be oi" o; place to give yon those of Senator Slierman, 
chairman o; tim Senate finance committee, on the 
saffle subject. Tiie Senator Iroui Ohio is perhaps 
more conversant with tlie question than any other 
man in tlie Senate, and his opinions are therefore 
entitled to respect and consideration. Ever since 
H:B advent in Congress he has been more or less con- 
nected with the public finances. In tlie House 
of Representatives he served on tte Committee or 
Wars ana Means, which in those days was tlie 
leading financial conitaittee or the House. In the 
Thirty-sixth Congress he was chairman of iliac com- 
mittee, and was remarkably successiul in getting 
His measures through both houses. Sherman has 
alwavs been a practical man, ana he has enough or 
the conservative element in his nature to Keep him 
from being lea off into wild visionary schemes, or to 
aavoc.it2 a policy wnich would involve tne country 
in financial embarrassment ana distress. His dream 
lor three years pasc has beea the funding of the 
national debt. To this snpject he Has given the 
closest study ana the most thorough, investigation. 
2^o man probably In the country, not excepting the 
Secretary of tue Treasury, is batter posted on this 
matter than Senator Sherman. No man certainly 
entertains clearer vlaws of how ID should be done, 
sad what would be its effect upon the public 
finances and the genera! business of tlie country. 


Tosr correspondent round tha sauaror at ha resi- 


dence, busily engaged la superintending tiie tacking 
down of carpel, and pu.iaz his house in order lor 
t&e reception or his family, excected to-morrow. 
Sherman has the reputation oi being a cold, reserved 
man. shy of strangers, ana disposed to Keep a close 
mouth.

I was reading Ms celebrated speech on "The 
Public Deot and tlie Currency," delivered In the Sen- 
ate on tne iiih ol January, 1669, as he entered the 
Biirior. Alter an exchange oi the customary saluta- 
tions, I said, '-senator, l want to get your views on 
tiie financial question, if you have" time to Rive 
them." 


Senator SHERXAX—Well, I don't Snow that I have 
any thing new to say on that auuject. My views are 
pretty lully set lortu in that speech you have been 
reading. 


tOKKESFONBEXT—That was delivered nearly a 
year ago, aufl 1 inougut probably your opinion nad 
undergone some caiuige in tnat time. 


Senator SEERitAis—No, sir: not any material 
change. I ain siill of opinion 'that tiie "passage or 
my lundinc bill would have done much towards 
putting our finances m better shape, aud by tnis 
time 1 believe we would have besn weil on the road 
.towards resuming specie payments. 


CosRESfOSDENT—1 suppose 3 ou will bring your 
Dill beiore Congress at the approaching session and 
endeavor to have it passed. 


Senator SHEKHAS—1 caunot tell what the Finance 
Committee will ao, though at the last session that 
bill was very generally adopted by tlieni and reported 
with a gooa ceal or unanimity. You know it passed 
tne Senate, but the trouble was in the House. A 
great many members there, especially irom my own 
section—the West—were afraid IE would lead to 
Injurious contraction or the currency, and opposed 
It principally on that grouno. 1 nave been frequently 
Jiauled over the coins uy mv own conscitueuts for 
advocating that bill, nut 1 have never he.ird auy argu- 
ment against u sufficiently convincing to maice me 
alter my opinions on that suojecu 


CoBttEsi'oscEST—VVnat ao yon thins or resuming 
specie payments? 


Senator SittiaiAN—Well, I cannot say when we 
ought to resume—that is, when we will be m a con- 
dition to resume. I cannot tell when 1 am going to 
<Xie, whether it will be &LE months or twenty years 
Jaence, and 1 would just as soon predict that event 
as to prophesy when we will resume. 
The way to 
resume is to resume when we get ready, not beiore. 
Jl this question of resumption ailected alone the gov- 
ernment ol the United States we mignt resume speciu 
payments very soon;sooner than is proposed by the 
jnost sanguine ad vocatesoi resumption. Uyfanding 
& portion ol the Lfnlteti btates notes; by requiring the 
bantfs to maintain tneir lull reserves ol legal ten- 
ders; by withdrawing the three per cent certificates, 
end by the use of the gold m the Treasury, we could 
resume at once. This process might increase the 
Bonded debt or the United states jioo,uou,oao and 
tne interest £5,000,000; but our revenues are ample 
In gold to pay the increased interest, and the actual 
saving in tiie current expenses or the gov- 
ernment 
by 
the 
reduction 
of 
prices 
to 
the 
gold 
standard 
would 
be 
double, and 
perhaps quadruple the increased interest. The boav 
or our expenditures being tlio mturest or the public 
debt, which is now payable in gold, its buraen 
is not increased by specie payments, while the sav- 
ins m expenditures and the probable saving by the 
funding of the debt at a lower interest woula largely 
exceed any interest we would nave to pay on notes 
•withdrawn rrorn circulation. Even if the burden of 
resumption fell aione on the national banks the task 
would be an easy one. Their securities deposited 
with the Treasurer or the Dnltea States are now 
nearly equal in gold to the amount of their circula- 
tion. A call under the banking act of ten per cent 
additional security could be easily met by tue ureat 
body or them, ana thus ;her would be able to resume 
whenever the United Slates Is prepare! to resanie. 
Tliose or the bants not now strong enough to per- 
form the great object or then* organtiation—namely, 
to lurnlsn a uniform currency convertible into gold, 
may well give'way to other banss ready to take their 
j?laces. 


CORKESPOXDEST—All this being conceded, Mr. 
Senator, what in your opinion staufls m tae way or 
immediate resumption? 


Senator SHEESIAX—I am coming to that. You see, 
redemption by tne banks means redemption by all 
tlielr debtors—by tne mercnants, maaatacturers 
and traders or the country. 
We are therefore com- 
pelled to deal with tiiis question, not as.it aaecta the 
United States and. the bants merely, but as it afl'ects 
all the people. A person entirely out of debt, but 
possessed of property orproducuve value, would not 
toe affected by me change. Jlis property would be 
or less nominal value, but it would be or the same 
Intrinsio value, it will buy the same rood and ne- 
cessaries of lne. Ihe relative value or commodities 
to each other is not affected by the currency used, 


, but by supply and demand. If the currency is de- 
preciated it will take more of it to purchase the ar- 
ticle. lr it is appreciated it will take less; but the 
appreciation or depreciation or -the currency does 
not affect me price or other commodities m their 
relations to eacn other. This can only De affected by 
' the demand for them, by the supply o. them and ulti- 
mately by the cose or producing them. 
7ue 
, value or labor, however, may be disastrously 
. affected by the mode of appieciatioa. 
IT it is 
brought about by a sudden contraction the result 
will be a suspension of work, of enterprises and con- 
sequently a reduction in the price of labor. Mer- 
chants, dealers, traders and bankers will be affected 
, By an appreciation ol the currency precisely as their 
debts and credits bear to each other. II they owe 
more than they can promptly collect on debts due to 


L chera they must lose to the lull extent of the apnre- 
elation. AS a general rule any appreciation oi'ths 
currency is injurious to all these classes, lor they are 
.generally in deot—and even wiiere enough is due 
them to pay with, yet the delay in payment or the 
Satiure of then- debtors would embarass them. But 
the distress caused by an aupreciatiou of the cur- 
rency would fail mainly on the debtor classes- others 
•would suffer only bj reason of their inability to pay. 
Specie payments to a debtor means the payment or

The 
from tue circumstances about 113. 1 have no cntr- 
cism to make to-nighton the administration; not that 
1 do not blame it, as a unity, lor very large and 
grave neglect: not tnat I do not see distinctly ti<e 
cause of its weakness as an administration. Our 
President matte ais administration, "with the excep- 
tion of one great name—that or tue Treasurer, Gov- 
ernor Bounvell—the earliest and most lar-slgntea of 
&U nis comrades, who saw the flaneer, and scrutin- 
ized the elements which were producing it, ten 
years at least before most of bis comrao.es in tne 
republican party divined it. The administration 
represents a section, and a weak section—an nn- 
tiunSing, an unwilling, a reluctant section—of sue 
republican party. Congress is evidently the active 
element of our government for the neicc lour 
years. What I demand of Congress is that it 
should assume the government, wuich tho Executive 
hasaBdicaied;tHatlttakeup the reins of civil gov- 
ernment and put a hand on to the helm of tue \ es- 
se! of State, tiiat it saould not be allowed to drift 
wiihout a policy, gravitate -without auy directing 
mind- What I ass: of Congress, therefore, Is tne in- 
gredients tiiat shall harvosi. the results of the war. 
1 want tao elements whicn will enaole the natljn 
to get all tae blood and treasure as ralriv earned. 
NOW it seems 10 me that the oae great idea svicuol- 
izeii in tiie war, agamit which tne South pro'iestea, 
and on me wmgs of which the North was borna 
up, was nalloiuiity, not a partnership but a nation, 
not a group oi' Slates but a ^taie. 3o element of 
race will ever make us a nation- No technicality 
ana peculiarity of territory will make us a nation. 
We lie all urouad louse. Hitherto we have been 
only a herd of states hunting lor our food m com- 
panr. We never had an idea, nor au assertion, and 
our history was one lite the dream, or the morning. 
There never was a naUun that, having had one revo- 
lution, ended with that. No great sectional sore- 
ness was ever trampled out by me victories ol a 
single campaign- We have learned only one llunir 
bj me war—what the disease Is. The matter with 
iw is that great,, shrewd, persistent, bulldog element 
at tne Soutn haias the Union. Now the question i?, 
how is it to be appeased, to be conciliated, to be 
smothered U it cannot be conciliated. Sir, in my view 
tae war has just begun. We nave fought tne ilrst 
sluroaish. Tue stain or society is never auulhilaiod 
until it is replaced. Yon do not annihilate a social 
system when you decree us duaih. you only anni- 
hilate it when you nil its place with another. 
What is to be done with the reiuctanr section pre- 
viously alluded to Is to replace ir, nui annmiiaiu it; 
ana wnat we ure to ask of Conarresa 13 the measures 
tliat snail replace, supersede, Bli up, crowd out '-he 
elements which occasioned the war. If we expect 
any nationality, if we want anything that shall 
nijiice a nation extending Iroin ocean to ocean I 
believe in a public opinion so vigilant and so exact- 
ing that from the gates of Uic Gulf to the Atlantic 
and the Pacilic we will have one flag and one law. 
I look to a popular education so auvanced tnat 
under that one and that impartial law all creeds 
and all tongues and all races shall be gathered with 
an equal protection. But in order to do that we 
musi use our time to-day; not that the experiment 
will fall in tlie end, lor m that lar future, \t one may 
pro'ihesy anything, 1 thins I sea it either through 
the forty years oi the wilderness, or I see it in a 
nearer new; I see it after the revolutions or 1715 and 
1715 and 1SSS, as in England, alter perpetual convul- 
sions as m France: or I see it in a moment by the 
statesmanship ana wisdom a.ad determined purpose 
of the ncople.

tae same element of civilization from Canada down 
to the Gnlf. i looi; upon lr. In this light. Wiien 
our tuners started the constitution they only had 
one view. They ihoucht that they took m a

But 
very few

broad outlooS, and it is very rarely that you 
Hud those men in the confidence of his race, 
or lu the stations of power. Our fathers were 
hounded into the rnloa by pecuniary difficulties; 
the States could not par up their debts: the nation 
could not raiaS'lts taxes: our aoney'(paper) was 
worth nothicg; our credit was gone, jf you loos in 
the constitution of the United States you will be 
surprised to find an Immense preponderance of pro- 
visions that relate to the financial provinces of gov- 
ernment. It was a mercantile partnership, not a 
nation, tnat our fathers loundert. You will be sur- 
prised to learn that this nation wag a Yankee pedier 
for forty years. They forgot one ereat tiling in 
framing the constitution. They forgot that social 
system at ths South. Every drop of blood that they 
poured into the veins of the national government 
gave tnat strength. They nurtured their own enemy, 
and thence came the revolution of '01. 
All 
the subsidiary powers of government were left in the 
loosest poossibie condition. The only thing guarded 
WAS the bauK vault oi the country. Outside or our 
financial anci mercantile arrangements the Union Is 
all incomplete. Our fathers never finished their 
work. The ionrteenth amendment is the first attempt 
even to define a citizen of toe Cmted Stales. In ISiiS 
the Onited States government had never defined 
its own basis—-Ita citizens. Kooody could tell, au- 
thoritatively, who was the substratum on which 
the government rested. We waited till 1S67 be- 
fore vfe made onr own floor, and to-day—still 
more 
absurdly—there is not any recognized 
power of this government to protect its own 
citizens. What can we ao tto racilltate, to secure 
an impartial election of a President or a representa- 
tive is the question which arises, and the answer is, 
•we can do nothing, we have no rights. We caanot 
touch the very elements out of which our own gov- 
ernment is creates. Oar fathers trusted to the har- 
momons co-operation of the States. They left the 
United States to float like a balloon in tlie an-. When 
the rebellion oroke out, fortunately, onr government 
had one power—war. Our fathers haa secured to it 
the milina and tae purse, and they are all it left. 
What we want to get now is a footing. Tne first thing 
1 ask of Congress is that it shall complete the con- 
struction or government. I do not ask this on the 
ground of a temporary measure on a report from 
Texas of so many murders, a report from litssisaippi 
oi so much turbulance. I ask it on this ground:—I 
undertake to say that now is the time to complete 
the machine which our fathera left incomplete. We 
have abolished slavery—one of their omissions; we 
have defined citizenship—another of their omissions. 
Now we want to protect citizenship. My ciaim of 
Congress is now, before the helm passes out of the 
hands of the connuerinc idea, that we should, Use 
statesmen, undertake to complete this portion of 
the machine committed to our care; that we should 
not allow a future difficulty to come across our 
path and we not be able to reach into the States 
and remedy it. A government Is without a 
basis that cannot 
reach 
down and 
protect 
its own citizens In doing a duty which it calls upon 
them to perform. If you need an amendment to 
the constitution, make it; but I do not believe 
K. The fourteenth, amendment coven it. If neces- 
sary, plant a squad of soldiers in every voting dla- 
trkt in the thirty-eight states; but let the flag of the 
Union protect its own citizena wherever it noata. 
Announce tne principle that whenever a State ne- 
glects its dnty, whenever forty householders in any 
districtflaii upon the Union to protect its own ballot 
box. thaxit shall be the duty of the President ol ihe 
united SUtes to send a company or a reglftent into 
that section and see that the polls are Kepi peace- 
fully open, i know it may be a duty never cabed for 
In many states, i Enow that the very existence or th« 
right may preclude tne need of using it, I Know ttiat 
it looks towards despotism, but better despotism than 
anarchy. What l want is a government so broad, so 
Impartial, so founded on an average of national in- 
terests that no local prejudice, no local malignity 


educated men aud women, .Before i trust the grea 
issues of the future, looming upon us from every 
side, 1 demand oi Congress that they shall see to it 
that no State prejudice or obstinacy shall le-,ve an 
ignorant mass to obstruct our progress The great 
trouble ot the South lies in its ignorance 
Iwate it 
to enterprise. 
Forgiveness Is the watch-word 


of the democratic party. Non-resistance is tho 
creed of a part of the republican and tho 
whole of the democratic party, 
wo have got an 
laea that forgiveness of everybody, in all circum- 
stances,— shutting our eyts to the call to action,— 
is a virtue. 
We have got an idea that Christi- 
anity consists in putting our own eyes out, not 
knowing good from bad, Dlacic from -white and just 
from unjust. The stern, rigid, indomitable, ua- 
inlxed idea of justice is intolerable to the American 
people, If the republican party had a brave man at 
its head it would marshal its torces, nail Us colors 
"So forgiveness,' ' to the mast, set every iourna 
afloat and absolutely Impregnate the Northern mind 
with toe state of the south so thoroughly that every 
man would be aghast at the very idea of forgiveness. 
It has the means in Its hands, bnt it will never use 
them. It has not the plnck: to use them. Tiiere- 
fore, what I demand of Congress is to fortify 
against the coming magnanimity. God has given 
ns one corner stone upon which to fortiiy and that 
is the negro.

only to certain duties and he was paid only for what 
he did; Jamas was poor at the time; he lived witn 
his parents; he did not indulge in auy extravagance; 
witness kuetf mat his brother James did not get 
along very well with Richard, ana he heard James 
say thac he did not agree with his brother and that 
he had an opportunity to go iuto the Custom House 
business oil Jus own account, which he did. 
Judge Pierrepont declined to cross-examine the 
witness. General Anthon thereupon remarked that 
lie had other witnesses to the same point, another 
brother; bat as the testimony would only be cumula- 
tive he would leave it to tne Commissioner to say 
whether it was necessary to call him. Some conver- 
sation ensued, at the close of which Mr. Anthon de- 
cided not to call any other witness. The Commis- 
sioner then recalled Dr. Caidwell, who stated, in 
answer to a question from tho Court, that he had 
never heard James Caldwe-l say that his brother 
Richard aid an illegal business. This closed the ex- 
amination of witnesses. 


The District Attorney moved that tha case be sent 
before the Grand Jury, which was opposed Dy Ueae- 
ral Anthon, who claimed that ins client, Mr. Jamea 
Caldwell, was 
entitled to a 
full discharge.

been developed by the testimony, except remotelv, 
by Ills endorsing lor deposit Treasury drafts in the 
Urm name of K. B. Caldwell & Co.; but that, on the 
contrary, it was shown, even by the government 
witness, Kom. that James Caldwell left the firm. 
when he discovered the fraudulent character of the 
business; that he was poor, and hence got none of 
the rrults of the conspiracy; lhat It speaks loudly 
against his gnilt that he left the firm poor and just 
at a time, in August, isoe, whsn these drawback 
frauds were increasing In number, and that he was 
not arrested, but had voluntarily surrendered to the 
jurisdictioa of tno court. 
Judge Pierrepont briefly replied, claiming that 
enough had been proven to place iir. James CaM- 
trell on hit, defence beiore a jury, and that he con- 
sidered it his duty to asK of the Commissioner to 
order the case beiore the Grand Jury. 


Tho Commissioner said that this was a case oi 
conspiracy; the fact of the conspiracy had been es- 
tablished and several panics were proven to have 
been concerned in it. The Commissioner then re- 
capitulated the testimony and stated that Mr. James 
Caldwell has explained the extent of his connection 
wttn the afl'air; his whole conduct presupposed his 
innocence in the frauds; as soon as he nad knowl- 
edge that a warrant was oat against him he pre- 
sented himself voluntarily to the authorities to stand 
his examination, and in this he has endeavored to 
show his Innocence in so lar as participating In the 
fruits or the frauds. After some farther remarks on 
the testimony and the conduct of the defendant the 
Commissioner cave his decision, discharging the 
defendant, James Caldwell, from arrest ana prose- ' 
cation.

DECISION.—In the Court of Errors and Appeals at 
Trenton on Tuesday afternoon it was unanimously 
affirmed that a railroad company is not liable to 
damages for any accident that may occur to a pas- 
senger whi:o travelling on a free pass. The ques- 
tion 
came 
up 
on 
an 
appeal 
from 
the 
State Supreme Court in the casa 
of limncy 
and Met.ar, administrators, against ihe Xew Jersey 
Central Railroad Company, being an action to re- 
cover damages from the company in consequence of 
a man named Metlar being Killed on that road some 
time ago while travelling on a tree pass. Judge Van 
Syckle'dellvered the opinion, which wa's unanimously 
endorsed by the Court. He said yiat the contract 
was not made with the company as common car- 
riers. The plaintiff accepted a gratuity, and the 
defendants are therefore liable to immunity from 
any responsibility. The Court also thought it a 
breach of good faith tor a passenger to hold a coin- 
pauy responsible in such a case. The judgment of 
the Supreme Comt was accordingly affirmed. 


In the case of the Morris and Essex Railroad Com- 


pany Judge Bedle gave a veroat opinion, which was 
concurred in by the Court, sustaining the decision of 
the other courts, inflicting a line of S200on tu 3 com- 
pany for keeping a nuisance on their presses, and 
ordering the nuisance to be abated. Counsel for Ihe 
defendant, (,'ortlandt Parker, requested the court to 
suggest some mode of abolishing the nuisance; but 
he was answered with a significant smile.

He re- 
mained firmly on the door step or sill, whereupon 
his rather took a Smith & Wesson's revolver from a 
.rawer, advanced to the door and immediately fired. 
The ball entered about six inches below the chin, 
ut tne windpipe and severed one of the arteries 
cading to the heart, causing death in ten minutes.

Lrie danger of lynching the hoary headed murderer 
OThe spot.

Interview with Senator Sherman—Els Views 


Ilc£ardhiir Resumption of .Specie Payments- 
He Thinks tlio Tiuio Not Yes .Arrived—Dan- 
ser to the Commcn-ial Ciasscs—It Should 
be Gradual—ilia Funding Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30, 1869. 


Having givenyou the views of General Garfield, 


cbairniau of i lie House Committee on Banking ana 
Currency, on tlie financial question, it may may not 
be oi" o; place to give yon those of Senator Slierman, 
chairman o; tim Senate finance committee, on the 
saffle subject. Tiie Senator Iroui Ohio is perhaps 
more conversant with tlie question than any other 
man in tlie Senate, and his opinions are therefore 
entitled to respect and consideration. Ever since 
H:B advent in Congress he has been more or less con- 
nected with the public finances. In tlie House 
of Representatives he served on tte Committee or 
Wars ana Means, which in those days was tlie 
leading financial conitaittee or the House. In the 
Thirty-sixth Congress he was chairman of iliac com- 
mittee, and was remarkably successiul in getting 
His measures through both houses. Sherman has 
alwavs been a practical man, ana he has enough or 
the conservative element in his nature to Keep him 
from being lea off into wild visionary schemes, or to 
aavoc.it2 a policy wnich would involve tne country 
in financial embarrassment ana distress. His dream 
lor three years pasc has beea the funding of the 
national debt. To this snpject he Has given the 
closest study ana the most thorough, investigation. 
2^o man probably In the country, not excepting the 
Secretary of tue Treasury, is batter posted on this 
matter than Senator Sherman. No man certainly 
entertains clearer vlaws of how ID should be done, 
sad what would be its effect upon the public 
finances and the genera! business of tlie country. 


Tosr correspondent round tha sauaror at ha resi-

Senator SHERXAX—Well, I don't Snow that I have 
any thing new to say on that auuject. My views are 
pretty lully set lortu in that speech you have been 
reading. 


tOKKESFONBEXT—That was delivered nearly a 
year ago, aufl 1 inougut probably your opinion nad 
undergone some caiuige in tnat time. 


Senator SEERitAis—No, sir: not any material 
change. I ain siill of opinion 'that tiie "passage or 
my lundinc bill would have done much towards 
putting our finances m better shape, aud by tnis 
time 1 believe we would have besn weil on the road 
.towards resuming specie payments. 


CosRESfOSDENT—1 suppose 3 ou will bring your 
Dill beiore Congress at the approaching session and 
endeavor to have it passed. 


Senator SHEKHAS—1 caunot tell what the Finance 
Committee will ao, though at the last session that 
bill was very generally adopted by tlieni and reported 
with a gooa ceal or unanimity. You know it passed 
tne Senate, but the trouble was in the House. A 
great many members there, especially irom my own 
section—the West—were afraid IE would lead to 
Injurious contraction or the currency, and opposed 
It principally on that grouno. 1 nave been frequently 
Jiauled over the coins uy mv own conscitueuts for 
advocating that bill, nut 1 have never he.ird auy argu- 
ment against u sufficiently convincing to maice me 
alter my opinions on that suojecu 


CoBttEsi'oscEST—VVnat ao yon thins or resuming 
specie payments? 


Senator SittiaiAN—Well, I cannot say when we 
ought to resume—that is, when we will be m a con- 
dition to resume. I cannot tell when 1 am going to 
<Xie, whether it will be &LE months or twenty years 
Jaence, and 1 would just as soon predict that event 
as to prophesy when we will resume. 
The way to 
resume is to resume when we get ready, not beiore. 
Jl this question of resumption ailected alone the gov- 
ernment ol the United States we mignt resume speciu 
payments very soon;sooner than is proposed by the 
jnost sanguine ad vocatesoi resumption. Uyfanding 
& portion ol the Lfnlteti btates notes; by requiring the 
bantfs to maintain tneir lull reserves ol legal ten- 
ders; by withdrawing the three per cent certificates, 
end by the use of the gold m the Treasury, we could 
resume at once. This process might increase the 
Bonded debt or the United states jioo,uou,oao and 
tne interest £5,000,000; but our revenues are ample 
In gold to pay the increased interest, and the actual 
saving in tiie current expenses or the gov- 
ernment 
by 
the 
reduction 
of 
prices 
to 
the 
gold 
standard 
would 
be 
double, and 
perhaps quadruple the increased interest. The boav 
or our expenditures being tlio mturest or the public 
debt, which is now payable in gold, its buraen 
is not increased by specie payments, while the sav- 
ins m expenditures and the probable saving by the 
funding of the debt at a lower interest woula largely 
exceed any interest we would nave to pay on notes 
•withdrawn rrorn circulation. Even if the burden of 
resumption fell aione on the national banks the task 
would be an easy one. Their securities deposited 
with the Treasurer or the Dnltea States are now 
nearly equal in gold to the amount of their circula- 
tion. A call under the banking act of ten per cent 
additional security could be easily met by tue ureat 
body or them, ana thus ;her would be able to resume 
whenever the United Slates Is prepare! to resanie. 
Tliose or the bants not now strong enough to per- 
form the great object or then* organtiation—namely, 
to lurnlsn a uniform currency convertible into gold, 
may well give'way to other banss ready to take their 
j?laces. 


CORKESPOXDEST—All this being conceded, Mr. 
Senator, what in your opinion staufls m tae way or 
immediate resumption? 


Senator SHEESIAX—I am coming to that. You see, 
redemption by tne banks means redemption by all 
tlielr debtors—by tne mercnants, maaatacturers 
and traders or the country. 
We are therefore com- 
pelled to deal with tiiis question, not as.it aaecta the 
United States and. the bants merely, but as it afl'ects 
all the people. A person entirely out of debt, but 
possessed of property orproducuve value, would not 
toe affected by me change. Jlis property would be 
or less nominal value, but it would be or the same 
Intrinsio value, it will buy the same rood and ne- 
cessaries of lne. Ihe relative value or commodities 
to each other is not affected by the currency used, 


, but by supply and demand. If the currency is de- 
preciated it will take more of it to purchase the ar- 
ticle. lr it is appreciated it will take less; but the 
appreciation or depreciation or -the currency does 
not affect me price or other commodities m their 
relations to eacn other. This can only De affected by 
' the demand for them, by the supply o. them and ulti- 
mately by the cose or producing them. 
7ue 
, value or labor, however, may be disastrously 
. affected by the mode of appieciatioa. 
IT it is 
brought about by a sudden contraction the result 
will be a suspension of work, of enterprises and con- 
sequently a reduction in the price of labor. Mer- 
chants, dealers, traders and bankers will be affected 
, By an appreciation ol the currency precisely as their 
debts and credits bear to each other. II they owe 
more than they can promptly collect on debts due to 


L chera they must lose to the lull extent of the apnre- 
elation. AS a general rule any appreciation oi'ths 
currency is injurious to all these classes, lor they are 
.generally in deot—and even wiiere enough is due 
them to pay with, yet the delay in payment or the 
Satiure of then- debtors would embarass them. But 
the distress caused by an aupreciatiou of the cur- 
rency would fail mainly on the debtor classes- others 
•would suffer only bj reason of their inability to pay. 
Specie payments to a debtor means the payment or

Now the question i?, 
how is it to be appeased, to be conciliated, to be 
smothered U it cannot be conciliated. Sir, in my view 
tae war has just begun. We nave fought tne ilrst 
sluroaish. Tue stain or society is never auulhilaiod 
until it is replaced. Yon do not annihilate a social 
system when you decree us duaih. you only anni- 
hilate it when you nil its place with another. 
What is to be done with the reiuctanr section pre- 
viously alluded to Is to replace ir, nui annmiiaiu it; 
ana wnat we ure to ask of Conarresa 13 the measures 
tliat snail replace, supersede, Bli up, crowd out '-he 
elements which occasioned the war. If we expect 
any nationality, if we want anything that shall 
nijiice a nation extending Iroin ocean to ocean I 
believe in a public opinion so vigilant and so exact- 
ing that from the gates of Uic Gulf to the Atlantic 
and the Pacilic we will have one flag and one law. 
I look to a popular education so auvanced tnat 
under that one and that impartial law all creeds 
and all tongues and all races shall be gathered with 
an equal protection. But in order to do that we 
musi use our time to-day; not that the experiment 
will fall in tlie end, lor m that lar future, \t one may 
pro'ihesy anything, 1 thins I sea it either through 
the forty years oi the wilderness, or I see it in a 
nearer new; I see it after the revolutions or 1715 and 
1715 and 1SSS, as in England, alter perpetual convul- 
sions as m France: or I see it in a moment by the 
statesmanship ana wisdom a.ad determined purpose 
of the ncople. What 1 believe is that if three vears 
ago this people had had a leader; if we nad had a 
President, not a representative; if we had Sully, or 
Cromwell, or Walpole even, or Chatham, wo would 
have crystallized this reluctant section into a Hice- 
neas of bur own, and been lo-clay one people, with 
tae same element of civilization from Canada down 
to the Gnlf. i looi; upon lr. In this light. Wiien 
our tuners started the constitution they only had 
one view. They ihoucht that they took m a 
broad 
oullooK. 
But 
very few 
take m 
a 
broad outlooS, and it is very rarely that you 
Hud those men in the confidence of his race, 
or lu the stations of power. Our fathers were 
hounded into the rnloa by pecuniary difficulties; 
the States could not par up their debts: the nation 
could not raiaS'lts taxes: our aoney'(paper) was 
worth nothicg; our credit was gone, jf you loos in 
the constitution of the United States you will be 
surprised to find an Immense preponderance of pro- 
visions that relate to the financial provinces of gov- 
ernment. It was a mercantile partnership, not a 
nation, tnat our fathers loundert. You will be sur- 
prised to learn that this nation wag a Yankee pedier 
for forty years. They forgot one ereat tiling in 
framing the constitution. They forgot that social 
system at ths South. Every drop of blood that they 
poured into the veins of the national government 
gave tnat strength. They nurtured their own enemy, 
and thence came the revolution of '01. 
All 
the subsidiary powers of government were left in the 
loosest poossibie condition. The only thing guarded 
WAS the bauK vault oi the country. Outside or our 
financial anci mercantile arrangements the Union Is 
all incomplete. Our fathers never finished their 
work. The ionrteenth amendment is the first attempt 
even to define a citizen of toe Cmted Stales. In ISiiS 
the Onited States government had never defined 
its own basis—-Ita citizens. Kooody could tell, au- 
thoritatively, who was the substratum on which 
the government rested. We waited till 1S67 be- 
fore vfe made onr own floor, and to-day—still 
more 
absurdly—there is not any recognized 
power of this government to protect its own 
citizens. What can we ao tto racilltate, to secure 
an impartial election of a President or a representa- 
tive is the question which arises, and the answer is, 
•we can do nothing, we have no rights. We caanot 
touch the very elements out of which our own gov- 
ernment is creates. Oar fathers trusted to the har- 
momons co-operation of the States. They left the 
United States to float like a balloon in tlie an-. When 
the rebellion oroke out, fortunately, onr government 
had one power—war. Our fathers haa secured to it 
the milina and tae purse, and they are all it left. 
What we want to get now is a footing. Tne first thing 
1 ask of Congress is that it shall complete the con- 
struction or government. I do not ask this on the 
ground of a temporary measure on a report from 
Texas of so many murders, a report from litssisaippi 
oi so much turbulance. I ask it on this ground:—I 
undertake to say that now is the time to complete 
the machine which our fathera left incomplete. We 
have abolished slavery—one of their omissions; we 
have defined citizenship—another of their omissions. 
Now we want to protect citizenship. My ciaim of 
Congress is now, before the helm passes out of the 
hands of the connuerinc idea, that we should, Use 
statesmen, undertake to complete this portion of 
the machine committed to our care; that we should 
not allow a future difficulty to come across our 
path and we not be able to reach into the States 
and remedy it. A government Is without a 
basis that cannot 
reach 
down and 
protect 
its own citizens In doing a duty which it calls upon 
them to perform. If you need an amendment to 
the constitution, make it; but I do not believe 
K. The fourteenth, amendment coven it. If neces- 
sary, plant a squad of soldiers in every voting dla- 
trkt in the thirty-eight states; but let the flag of the 
Union protect its own citizena wherever it noata. 
Announce tne principle that whenever a State ne- 
glects its dnty, whenever forty householders in any 
districtflaii upon the Union to protect its own ballot 
box. thaxit shall be the duty of the President ol ihe 
united SUtes to send a company or a reglftent into 
that section and see that the polls are Kepi peace- 
fully open, i know it may be a duty never cabed for 
In many states, i Enow that the very existence or th« 
right may preclude tne need of using it, I Know ttiat 
it looks towards despotism, but better despotism than 
anarchy. What l want is a government so broad, so 
Impartial, so founded on an average of national in- 
terests that no local prejudice, no local malignity 


educated men aud women, .Before i trust the grea 
issues of the future, looming upon us from every 
side, 1 demand oi Congress that they shall see to it 
that no State prejudice or obstinacy shall le-,ve an 
ignorant mass to obstruct our progress The great 
trouble ot the South lies in its ignorance 
Iwate it 
to enterprise. 
Forgiveness Is the watch-word 


of the democratic party. Non-resistance is tho 
creed of a part of the republican and tho 
whole of the democratic party, 
wo have got an 
laea that forgiveness of everybody, in all circum- 
stances,— shutting our eyts to the call to action,— 
is a virtue. 
We have got an idea that Christi- 
anity consists in putting our own eyes out, not 
knowing good from bad, Dlacic from -white and just 
from unjust. The stern, rigid, indomitable, ua- 
inlxed idea of justice is intolerable to the American 
people, If the republican party had a brave man at 
its head it would marshal its torces, nail Us colors 
"So forgiveness,' ' to the mast, set every iourna 
afloat and absolutely Impregnate the Northern mind 
with toe state of the south so thoroughly that every 
man would be aghast at the very idea of forgiveness. 
It has the means in Its hands, bnt it will never use 
them. It has not the plnck: to use them. Tiiere- 
fore, what I demand of Congress is to fortify 
against the coming magnanimity. God has given 
ns one corner stone upon which to fortiiy and that 
is the negro. I demand of Congress that it should 
estabhsa 
at 
t«e 
South 
lands, 
every 
acre 
of land tnat the Norta owns as a gift to loyaltv. There 
is a fearful proolem looks to ns from theKocsy 
Mountains. Ihe immigration from Europe is pro- 
bably drying np. 'ihe fears of England will soon do 
justice to Ireland. We shall not depopulate her anv 
more. Bismarck will build np a Germany that will 
Keep German youths at home on the banks or she 
Khme. Europe is remodelling her governments, and 
she has need of all he- people. The races of the 
Eastern slope will probably not be very mach en- 
larged after the next fire or seven years. The epoch 
of Jiaropean emigration is closure, and the vacant 
prairies ol the West are to be filled up from the Pa- 
ciflc side. 
The great Oriental horde 15 ooen- 
mg. 
The four hundred millions of Chinese 
are to ponr their surplus into our Western veins, 
a race as bold, as indomitable, as indestructible as 
the Yankee. TUB shock will strain to the utmost the 
capacity of reBiibucan institutions.

At present there are three chances out of five that 
we float in 1872 mto that Inevitable change of dynastv 
winch has always followed a war. and then remand 
those questions to the doubtful tribunal of polit.cs, 
to tiie intrigues of parties, no; to tae common sense 
or Stales.

while Richard was nourishing and domg well; why 
was this soy Ricnard repl.ed that Jauies attended 
only to certain duties and he was paid only for what 
he did; Jamas was poor at the time; he lived witn 
his parents; he did not indulge in auy extravagance; 
witness kuetf mat his brother James did not get 
along very well with Richard, ana he heard James 
say thac he did not agree with his brother and that 
he had an opportunity to go iuto the Custom House 
business oil Jus own account, which he did. 
Judge Pierrepont declined to cross-examine the 
witness. General Anthon thereupon remarked that 
lie had other witnesses to the same point, another 
brother; bat as the testimony would only be cumula- 
tive he would leave it to tne Commissioner to say 
whether it was necessary to call him. Some conver- 
sation ensued, at the close of which Mr. Anthon de- 
cided not to call any other witness. The Commis- 
sioner then recalled Dr. Caidwell, who stated, in 
answer to a question from tho Court, that he had 
never heard James Caldwe-l say that his brother 
Richard aid an illegal business. This closed the ex- 
amination of witnesses. 


The District Attorney moved that tha case be sent 
before the Grand Jury, which was opposed Dy Ueae- 
ral Anthon, who claimed that ins client, Mr. Jamea 
Caldwell, was 
entitled to a 
full discharge.

contrary, it was shown, even by the government 
witness, Kom. that James Caldwell left the firm. 
when he discovered the fraudulent character of the 
business; that he was poor, and hence got none of 
the rrults of the conspiracy; lhat It speaks loudly 
against his gnilt that he left the firm poor and just 
at a time, in August, isoe, whsn these drawback 
frauds were increasing In number, and that he was 
not arrested, but had voluntarily surrendered to the 
jurisdictioa of tno court. 
Judge Pierrepont briefly replied, claiming that 
enough had been proven to place iir. James CaM- 
trell on hit, defence beiore a jury, and that he con- 
sidered it his duty to asK of the Commissioner to 
order the case beiore the Grand Jury. 


Tho Commissioner said that this was a case oi 
conspiracy; the fact of the conspiracy had been es- 
tablished and several panics were proven to have 
been concerned in it. The Commissioner then re- 
capitulated the testimony and stated that Mr. James 
Caldwell has explained the extent of his connection 
wttn the afl'air; his whole conduct presupposed his 
innocence in the frauds; as soon as he nad knowl- 
edge that a warrant was oat against him he pre- 
sented himself voluntarily to the authorities to stand 
his examination, and in this he has endeavored to 
show his Innocence in so lar as participating In the 
fruits or the frauds. After some farther remarks on 
the testimony and the conduct of the defendant the 
Commissioner cave his decision, discharging the 
defendant, James Caldwell, from arrest ana prose- ' 
cation.

DECISION.—In the Court of Errors and Appeals at 
Trenton on Tuesday afternoon it was unanimously 
affirmed that a railroad company is not liable to 
damages for any accident that may occur to a pas- 
senger whi:o travelling on a free pass. The ques- 
tion 
came 
up 
on 
an 
appeal 
from 
the 
State Supreme Court in the casa 
of limncy 
and Met.ar, administrators, against ihe Xew Jersey 
Central Railroad Company, being an action to re- 
cover damages from the company in consequence of 
a man named Metlar being Killed on that road some 
time ago while travelling on a tree pass. Judge Van 
Syckle'dellvered the opinion, which wa's unanimously 
endorsed by the Court. He said yiat the contract 
was not made with the company as common car- 
riers. The plaintiff accepted a gratuity, and the 
defendants are therefore liable to immunity from 
any responsibility. The Court also thought it a 
breach of good faith tor a passenger to hold a coin- 
pauy responsible in such a case. The judgment of 
the Supreme Comt was accordingly affirmed. 


In the case of the Morris and Essex Railroad Com- 


pany Judge Bedle gave a veroat opinion, which was 
concurred in by the Court, sustaining the decision of 
the other courts, inflicting a line of S200on tu 3 com- 
pany for keeping a nuisance on their presses, and 
ordering the nuisance to be abated. Counsel for Ihe 
defendant, (,'ortlandt Parker, requested the court to 
suggest some mode of abolishing the nuisance; but 
he was answered with a significant smile.

He is the Putnam of Domini- 
can historv, asBacz is its Talleyrand; but he fell ont 
with Fiiaeuwl snu entered the" city of St. Domingo 
when the Spaniards retired to their ships and left it 
with tne titie of Protector. This power was resigned 
lu lava.- of Baez m 1865, but soon alter Cabral fell 
out with Baaz. as he had belore done with i'imemal, 
ami Kiter a Uriel and bloodless struggle Baez retired 
ana Cabral succeeded him in tne Presidency of the 
Douiiuicon republic. 


Cabrai was "educated In England, as Baez was in 
France, and, like him, has strous European symna- 
ttiies. Still, the example of Piraenlal and the exigen- 
cies of his situation as" the head of an American State, 
induced him to repeat the offer of Sainana, made by 
ills predecessor, bnt at a price. 
He proposed 
to pive tue -McClc-aan site, which, with all the inval- 
uable ''Adelaiitados cavs,5: includes a league of 
terra firrna, sad Hie gem or wesi India harbors, for 
Ssco,uoo: or he would cede the enure peninsula 
(thirty miles long by ten wide), for three millions, 
and would ia either ca.se declare the bay neuirai 
water. 


Pimental Lad demanded nothing, but Caoral had 


heard that Denmark expected $10,000,000 for St. 
Thomas, aa<l he tnonght he so Jar underbid the 
Daucs that Seward could not hesitate to give him the 
preference and accent Samana. 


When iiaea succeeded Cabral he declared against 
"disicemsermg the country hy tiie sale of Samana," 
ana all his partisans began to talk of annexation. 
Santiago, La Vega and Puerto Plata, aud latterly 
Seybo, are loudly anxious lor -immediate, uncondi- 
tional annexation," but are much less favorable to 
the cession of Samana. 


This opposition coaies from St. Thomas and the 


other European ttepeacieacies; aad it, has an mtlan- 
clatiug effect on toe Baez party. The partisans of 
1'imental have introduced, via Turks Island and Cu- 
racoa, handbills protesting against "the sale of 
Sarnaua aud the dismemberment of the Dominican 
tciruory," but declaring their wish to Become a 
part ol tne United states. They claim annexation 
as their peculiar plan; that they initiated the policy, 
&K, But this is not the truth. Tney offered to make 
feamana a free and neutral port and to grye tae 
United States a naval station; but it was the Baez- 
istas who Srst started the idea, of annexation. 
Hayii is lollowinc suit in both ways. The west 


end or .the island rejoices in two governments — one 
regular, under Saluave, who offer SL Nicolas le 
Mole for a general naval station, and another irregu- 
lar, under Saget, who is readv to "sell tne United 
States a naval station at Cape Haytien, or annex his 
division of the island — "at the choice of General 
Grant"— lor El,ooo,OuO, sola; but he will not put pen 
to paper until Ihe cash is secure. 


To sum up the case in a few words, tge whole of the 
island may be had for the SiOOO.OOo t!mt Cabral and 
Mr. Seward acreed upon for Samani; but, after the 
Alaska trade and the St. Thomas lizzie, no bargain 
can be made until Congress appropriates the monev. 
"Whenever it hands over to President Grant tlie 
means and the authority to act he may dictate his 
own terms. 
Cabral. pitnental and Baez, wno 
never In their whole career aj,i •'.ad on any one 
thing before, are all pJedged to annexation, at the 
same price of $2,ooo,oau. 
This is the truth and 
nothing but the truth.

The Steamship Idaho In a Typhoon—TcrrlUc 


Storm in tho China Sea—Fearful Effects 


. of tho Hurricane—Sails and Spurt) Carried 


Atray—Tbo SMp a Helpless l.og Upon tbe 
Waters—A Night of Horrors—Narrow Es- 
cape from Fonuderinff. 
Bear Admiral Rowan, commanding the Asiatic 


squadron, writes to the Navy Department from Yo- 
kohama, October 2, giving an account cf the severe 
crippling or me Uniiea States steamer Idaho, In a 
typhoon, on lier way to Hong Kong on tlitj morning 
or the 20Ui or September. Tiie Paclflc Mall steamer 
America arrived at YoKohama Irom Hong Kong, 
bringing me Admiral a despatch from Commander 
'Taylor reportina tlie disaster and asKing ror assist- 
ance. Having but the Aslmelot in port, and she not 
being fit to cruise in rough weather on the coast^ 
Admiral Rowan ordered 
steam to be gotten 


up on the flagship, the Delaware, and in three hours 
slie was cruising out of the harbor. .She cruised 
four days in search of the Idaho, cutting up her 
supposed position very thoroughly, but tlie weather 
was 60 unfavorable, so rough ana stormy, with con- 
stant rain and thlcK weather, that she was unable 
to find her. On the rourtli day the flagship returned 
to Yokohama where the Idaho was round saftly an- 
chored, she Saving passed the Delaware on the third 
day iu the thick weather. Admiral Kowan Tears the 
Idaho is too much shattered and too rotton to DO 
fit for sea wiihout expensive repairs. She will be 
used as a store and hospital ship ij" unfit to cross 
over to Saa Francisco. TJie following is a detailed 
report of tne typhoon and its ravages:— 


UNITED STATES STOSBSHIP IDAHO 1 


AT SEA, Sept 25, 1800. ( 
ADMIRAL—I nave the honor to submit the rollow- 
Ing detailed account or the circumstances atMnaine 
the typlioon 01 the 2lsc Inst. It has been compiled 
rrom observations or the ship's log aad rroci tne 
nersonal recollections or the officers or this vessel. 
During tae afternoon or tlie 20th inst. tne sKr was 


clear and bright, tiie wind headed the direction as 
predicted by the pilot and we carried studdms sails 
until evening. ThroaBhont the midwatch or the 2isc 
inst. the wind continued tne same, the sliip luaSin"' 
ten knots per hour. Ac aayligut a li"ht drizzling 
ram set in. During the morning watch the sea 
became moderately rough, and during the forenoon 
the ship commenced to ride uneasily although the 
rorce or the wind remained nearly the same 
being logged 6 de?. 6 min. 8 sec. At meridian the 
barometer stood ;a. 70. At one p. HL topsails were 
reeled. The wind freshened so rapidly that be- 
fore the iiano's -were piped down tue mainsail 
aud mizzeu topsail were furled.

Holding steadily 
to its direction—southeast—until half-past eight 
P. M. Between lour and five P. M. a hawser was 
rove as a preventive to the inaintopsaii brace, and 
stout jumpers were placed on. tne lower yard arms. 
During the afternoon and alter five I'. M. the eale 
increased with terrific easts to a hurricane. The 
mamtopsaii yras being made ready for setting close 
reeled lu case the topsail should go. At a quarter 
past five ttc main yard went lu the slinss with a 
tuunderlne crash, the starboard arm banjrlng furi- 
ously to the leeward against the sail and ringing, 
breaking in two, one piece fouling in tho 
backstays 
and rigging, the other hanging by • 


the sail brace and left until propped a»rainst the 
rorward enter. The port arm flew back, pressing 
against the weather riggmg, w hich vrua relieved or 
strain by taking the jnmner well lonvard and set- 
ting it up. 
Simultaneously with this disaster the 
mamtopsaii split with a succession of dealenmg 
cracks, sounding UKc volle.vs or musketry, and the 
Jee hair instantly disapueared. Tlie iee brace was 
Immediately let go. the mpsml yard Hew back aud 
the main trysail was set 113 uuiclciy as possible. This 
sail did good service 1'or nearly an Hour, when it 
linally blew to ribbons. The Boise, furr and impet- 
uosity ol tae hurncaue at tins time arc indescri- 
bable. The prisoners wore released at six P. M. 
and TrorKed m2.nlu.Ily, doing whatever tiiey were 
told. Ia securing wrecks ana rejiiurmg damages 
done to hatch covers, too iiincil praise cannot be 
given to the crew, some or wnoai lulled IIKC slants. 
Boatswain Leeds, a passenger, r,-as invaluable In 
cheering and leading on tlie men. He ^r;i3 at 
all times the right' man in tiie right place, 
Tiiomas Walker, a coxswain, also deserves special 
mention- He was the principal actor in securm*"- 
the main yaraarm, and bv" a reckless exposure 
of life savea the rail from b2iiio; crushed and battered 
on board. Awitmga auu curt.iius were placed in the 
weather nsisnis- 
The stnp iay to almost mo- 
tionless, keeliug over 
considerably, lue liciin 
being hard up. 
The gusis or wmd were now 


sudden 
and all powerful, 
its fiendish Howls 


wore deafening. 
Toe air was composed 
or 
spray. 
Tne sea vras pressed 
down" smooth, 
tnii tops ofthewaves cut on" clean by the wmd and 
carried by the tempest iu fine spray, which blinded 
us and stuns our faces painfully. At times the 
mainmast was invisible from the quaitcr deck. 
It 


was utterly impcssiiitc even to look aoove the rail, 
and below it we actually breathed salt water. 
Orders could not be made intelligible bj word or 
accomplished by examples. Men became sick Irom 
mouth, the trumpet was useless, and worK was alone 
the salt water which cuey imbibed. The storm still 
came from the southeast aud contiued until 7-40 
P. M. Between 6:30 and 1:40 p. M. the rollowing 
accidents occurred .-—The malntopsau yard, fore 
aud inizzeri royal masts and yards, and mam 
topgallant masls and light yards went. han"iug 
on in tangled wrecks; the foretopsail spilt and dis- 
appeared in a twinkling, followed by the fragments 
or the lore storm trysail, the sheet or whicn was 
steadied aad Btrcngthenen by two strong tackles. 
The barometer stood at 27.82, wlien the mam topgal- 
lant mast went, close to the cap, with a learlul 
crash, coining down with the whom dibrls of the 
ton hamper and starboard hair of tae maintop, and 
lodged outside the lee mam rigging. '£ne wire rig- 
ging held wondenully. The mizzen topgallant yard, 
alter hammering to leeward some time, strongly 
thrust itself betiveen the rigging and mast and jam- 
med the wrecK or the main topmast, and could not 
De cut away.

halfway up the mizzea rigging, carried away the 
bulkheads 01 the cabin pantry, cabin door and 
armory canopy rail of the alter hatch, the ward- 
room skylights and weather hammock rails, sweep- 
ing everything and everybody aoove the decks into 
the lee scuppers. The ship now want nearly oa her 
beam ends, but in a moment rightea and lett the 
third cutter in the sea to leeward. The barometer 
had .now lallen to 27.62. At half-past seven o'cluck 
P. 11. a sea caine over the Ice bow. carrying away 
the rail and woodwork or the top gallant forecastle, 
swept tne lee gangway clear, bringing everything 
aft, and carrying away a second time the wardroom 
skylight,

mass. The tempest was now as intense as it was 
possible for it to be, and its fury unimaginable. The 
darkness was impenetrable, excepting when there 
were occasional flashes of sheet ligutaing, when the 
waves could be seen banked up one over the other, 
seething and boiling high above and around the 
ship. The noise or the wmd was like unearthly 
yells, and the ship quivered iu every timber. Sud- 
denly the mercury rose to 27.90, and with slight nnc- 
tuations continued to rise. With one fierce squall 
the wind dropped almost to a calm ana we were on 
the vortex. A comused cross-sea was now running, 
while puna and squalls came rrom all points of the 
compass. 
The ship was making water fast. The 


men manned the pumps cheerfully, singing songs 
and congratulating themselves that the gale was 
over. She rode beautifully, going dowp Low first, 
as il she would never stop trembling, and then 
mounting the sea with a long, gliding sweep. She 
snipped great seas at every instant. The seams in 
the deck were open fore ano alt, and the water 
poured tnrongh in torrents, damaging or destroying 
all the boots, papers, clothing and stores in and be- 
low the mam deck, as well as ml the personal eifects 
of the officers in tue ward room and steerage. She 
shipped another sea on both bows, starboard gang- 
way and beta quarters at tne same time. The ship 
trembled under this shock, and it seemed as if she 
would never rise again. Tarpaulins were now bet- 
ter secured in. the rigging, the close reefed spanker 
got ready, decks cleared and everytning secured. 
At 9:20 P. M. the wind came ont in redoubled vio- 
lence Irom the north and east, striking us on oar 
port beam. The helm was hard up. She bore up 
well and ""fl more quietly as the last half or the 
typhoon passed over, the wind backing to uorth- 
west aad moderating rapidly, altnough. the sea re- 
mained very rough. 
At 10:30 P. M. onr rising 


barometer and the rapidly subsiding wmd gave 
proor that this most terrific typhoon had leit us.

Ssco,uoo: or he would cede the enure peninsula 
(thirty miles long by ten wide), for three millions, 
and would ia either ca.se declare the bay neuirai 
water. 


Pimental Lad demanded nothing, but Caoral had 


heard that Denmark expected $10,000,000 for St. 
Thomas, aa<l he tnonght he so Jar underbid the 
Daucs that Seward could not hesitate to give him the 
preference and accent Samana. 


When iiaea succeeded Cabral he declared against 
"disicemsermg the country hy tiie sale of Samana," 
ana all his partisans began to talk of annexation. 
Santiago, La Vega and Puerto Plata, aud latterly 
Seybo, are loudly anxious lor -immediate, uncondi- 
tional annexation," but are much less favorable to 
the cession of Samana. 


This opposition coaies from St. Thomas and the 


other European ttepeacieacies; aad it, has an mtlan- 
clatiug effect on toe Baez party.

regular, under Saluave, who offer SL Nicolas le 
Mole for a general naval station, and another irregu- 
lar, under Saget, who is readv to "sell tne United 
States a naval station at Cape Haytien, or annex his 
division of the island — "at the choice of General 
Grant"— lor El,ooo,OuO, sola; but he will not put pen 
to paper until Ihe cash is secure. 


To sum up the case in a few words, tge whole of the 
island may be had for the SiOOO.OOo t!mt Cabral and 
Mr. Seward acreed upon for Samani; but, after the 
Alaska trade and the St. Thomas lizzie, no bargain 
can be made until Congress appropriates the monev. 
"Whenever it hands over to President Grant tlie 
means and the authority to act he may dictate his 
own terms.

Bear Admiral Rowan, commanding the Asiatic 


squadron, writes to the Navy Department from Yo- 
kohama, October 2, giving an account cf the severe 
crippling or me Uniiea States steamer Idaho, In a 
typhoon, on lier way to Hong Kong on tlitj morning 
or the 20Ui or September. Tiie Paclflc Mall steamer 
America arrived at YoKohama Irom Hong Kong, 
bringing me Admiral a despatch from Commander 
'Taylor reportina tlie disaster and asKing ror assist- 
ance. Having but the Aslmelot in port, and she not 
being fit to cruise in rough weather on the coast^ 
Admiral Rowan ordered 
steam to be gotten 


up on the flagship, the Delaware, and in three hours 
slie was cruising out of the harbor. .She cruised 
four days in search of the Idaho, cutting up her 
supposed position very thoroughly, but tlie weather 
was 60 unfavorable, so rough ana stormy, with con- 
stant rain and thlcK weather, that she was unable 
to find her. On the rourtli day the flagship returned 
to Yokohama where the Idaho was round saftly an- 
chored, she Saving passed the Delaware on the third 
day iu the thick weather. Admiral Kowan Tears the 
Idaho is too much shattered and too rotton to DO 
fit for sea wiihout expensive repairs. She will be 
used as a store and hospital ship ij" unfit to cross 
over to Saa Francisco. TJie following is a detailed 
report of tne typhoon and its ravages:—

ADMIRAL—I nave the honor to submit the rollow- 
Ing detailed account or the circumstances atMnaine 
the typlioon 01 the 2lsc Inst.

During tae afternoon or tlie 20th inst. tne sKr was 


clear and bright, tiie wind headed the direction as 
predicted by the pilot and we carried studdms sails 
until evening. ThroaBhont the midwatch or the 2isc 
inst. the wind continued tne same, the sliip luaSin"' 
ten knots per hour. Ac aayligut a li"ht drizzling 
ram set in. During the morning watch the sea 
became moderately rough, and during the forenoon 
the ship commenced to ride uneasily although the 
rorce or the wind remained nearly the same 
being logged 6 de?. 6 min. 8 sec. At meridian the 
barometer stood ;a. 70. At one p. HL topsails were 
reeled. The wind freshened so rapidly that be- 
fore the iiano's -were piped down tue mainsail 
aud mizzeu topsail were furled.

During the afternoon and alter five I'. M. the eale 
increased with terrific easts to a hurricane. The 
mamtopsaii yras being made ready for setting close 
reeled lu case the topsail should go. At a quarter 
past five ttc main yard went lu the slinss with a 
tuunderlne crash, the starboard arm banjrlng furi- 
ously to the leeward against the sail and ringing, 
breaking in two, one piece fouling in tho

the sail brace and left until propped a»rainst the 
rorward enter. The port arm flew back, pressing 
against the weather riggmg, w hich vrua relieved or 
strain by taking the jnmner well lonvard and set- 
ting it up. 
Simultaneously with this disaster the 
mamtopsaii split with a succession of dealenmg 
cracks, sounding UKc volle.vs or musketry, and the 
Jee hair instantly disapueared.

and below it we actually breathed salt water. 
Orders could not be made intelligible bj word or 
accomplished by examples. Men became sick Irom 
mouth, the trumpet was useless, and worK was alone 
the salt water which cuey imbibed. The storm still 
came from the southeast aud contiued until 7-40 
P. M. Between 6:30 and 1:40 p. M. the rollowing 
accidents occurred .-—The malntopsau yard, fore 
aud inizzeri royal masts and yards, and mam 
topgallant masls and light yards went. han"iug 
on in tangled wrecks; the foretopsail spilt and dis- 
appeared in a twinkling, followed by the fragments 
or the lore storm trysail, the sheet or whicn was 
steadied aad Btrcngthenen by two strong tackles. 
The barometer stood at 27.82, wlien the mam topgal- 
lant mast went, close to the cap, with a learlul 
crash, coining down with the whom dibrls of the 
ton hamper and starboard hair of tae maintop, and 
lodged outside the lee mam rigging. '£ne wire rig- 
ging held wondenully. The mizzen topgallant yard, 
alter hammering to leeward some time, strongly 
thrust itself betiveen the rigging and mast and jam- 
med the wrecK or the main topmast, and could not 
De cut away.

halfway up the mizzea rigging, carried away the 
bulkheads 01 the cabin pantry, cabin door and 
armory canopy rail of the alter hatch, the ward- 
room skylights and weather hammock rails, sweep- 
ing everything and everybody aoove the decks into 
the lee scuppers. The ship now want nearly oa her 
beam ends, but in a moment rightea and lett the 
third cutter in the sea to leeward. The barometer 
had .now lallen to 27.62. At half-past seven o'cluck 
P. 11. a sea caine over the Ice bow. carrying away 
the rail and woodwork or the top gallant forecastle, 
swept tne lee gangway clear, bringing everything 
aft, and carrying away a second time the wardroom 
skylight, 
which

mass. The tempest was now as intense as it was 
possible for it to be, and its fury unimaginable. The 
darkness was impenetrable, excepting when there 
were occasional flashes of sheet ligutaing, when the 
waves could be seen banked up one over the other, 
seething and boiling high above and around the 
ship. The noise or the wmd was like unearthly 
yells, and the ship quivered iu every timber. Sud- 
denly the mercury rose to 27.90, and with slight nnc- 
tuations continued to rise. With one fierce squall 
the wind dropped almost to a calm ana we were on 
the vortex. A comused cross-sea was now running, 
while puna and squalls came rrom all points of the 
compass. 
The ship was making water fast. The 


men manned the pumps cheerfully, singing songs 
and congratulating themselves that the gale was 
over. She rode beautifully, going dowp Low first, 
as il she would never stop trembling, and then 
mounting the sea with a long, gliding sweep. She 
snipped great seas at every instant. The seams in 
the deck were open fore ano alt, and the water 
poured tnrongh in torrents, damaging or destroying 
all the boots, papers, clothing and stores in and be- 
low the mam deck, as well as ml the personal eifects 
of the officers in tue ward room and steerage. She 
shipped another sea on both bows, starboard gang- 
way and beta quarters at tne same time. The ship 
trembled under this shock, and it seemed as if she 
would never rise again. Tarpaulins were now bet- 
ter secured in. the rigging, the close reefed spanker 
got ready, decks cleared and everytning secured. 
At 9:20 P. M. the wind came ont in redoubled vio- 
lence Irom the north and east, striking us on oar 
port beam. The helm was hard up. She bore up 
well and ""fl more quietly as the last half or the 
typhoon passed over, the wind backing to uorth- 
west aad moderating rapidly, altnough. the sea re- 
mained very rough. 
At 10:30 P. M. onr rising 


barometer and the rapidly subsiding wmd gave 
proor that this most terrific typhoon had leit us.

Since my last letter on the subject of the Ecumeni- 


cal Council there nas appeared in the London news- 
papers a letter Jroni the Pope addressed to Arch- 
bishop Manning. Of these two dignitaries it is diffi- 
cult to say winch is the best abused man, at least by 
the British newspapers. If his Holiness says noth- 
ing he is taken to task for his silence; if he writes 
anything he is denounced for daring to»write. The 
letter of which I speak is simply a document by 
which Pius the Kinth seeks to correct an error into 
which a great number of English writers on the sub- 
ject had fallen. They have lor a Jong time been 
abusing him for daring to convene a council by 
which these opinions would be condemned. The 
Pope writes now that this is a mistake. The Council 
he says, is not called together to decide upon an 
former heresy or error, all.of which cave been Ion 
ago condemned. But whas is meant is to discus 


laying down. Your Catholic bishops m America—at 
least sucu as I have met la Europe—are all very 
"Konian" in their tone, and are therefore not much 
given to meddle in local politics at home.

taken some pains to collect from the writings of tbe 
Catholic bishops throughout the world as to whnt 
is really meant—what they really mean—by the 
infallibility ot the Pope. Like all other doctrines 
and opinions and dogmas, it gets smaller the nearer 
we approach to it. 1 may be wrong, but it seems to 
me that the dogma is no novelty in the Catholic 
Churcn, and that ir defined even as authoritatively 
as Dr. Manning advocates it will merely be puttin^ 
in plain terms what has been alreadj 3 standin^ tra- 
dition of ttie Churcn. It will certainly draw the 
bishops of that Church nearer in spiritual matters 
to Borne, but after all it will be but putting lu prac- 
tice what they have all along held in theorp. 


and decide matters connected with tae faith 
discipline of the Cttnrcu, aud if others, not of th 
Church, wish their difficulties to be smoothed o 
their way to be made clear, m order to eater tin 
Catholic Church, t'osy have only to come to Rome 
where learned divines will show them what is th< 
truth, and so forth. The letter is taat of a siiapie 
rninoed old man, a fervent believer in his own creed, 
and very anxious indeed that others should join tha' 
creed, or church, which he believes to be the onlj 
true one. But it has been met by a torrant of abuse 
irom the English press, and if the poor Pope ha( 
ordered an invasion of England he could hardly be 
in greater disfavor than he is with the wise men of 
ttiis wise land. But m England men must not dare 
even to think differently from the inlallible press, 
which is the most intolerant of all powers in the 
world, and yet is always proclaiming itself to be the 
most tolerant.* And now to return to where I lelt 
off lu my last, respecting what no doubt the coming 
Council will be occupied in discussiftg, namely, the 
Personal infallibility of the Fops, when speaking 
ex ca.thea.ra, or officially, oa matters of faith. 


As I said in a former letter, there can be little doubt 


that this Oosma will be ceflned at the Council, 
and, as I believe, it will become part and parcel of 
the faith ot tlie Catholic Churca. My reason for 
thinking so is, tuat of tne innuy CatUollc bishops 
and onests you meet at present on their way to 
Home one and all seem to tiiiuK that the great 
majority of the Council will be In favor jof this 
action. Even those who are antagonistic to the doc- 
trine and who do not thins teat the question ought 
to be mooted at present aeiMU to believe that if 
mooted it -fill be carried by a very large majority. 
On the other hand those who are in favor of the 
dogma say taat the denial of the Infallioihty or the 
liomau Pontiff is neither obscure, unobtrusive or 
latent, but that it is patent, notorious, Importunate 
anil organized, it exists, as they say. not inueed 
m power, as ouce it did iu Fiance; out u exiatg still. 
Us roots ace jet m the soil and alive. Tliev look 
Tinou i.u:5 denial of ttie mtalliDiiity 35 an error~ol the 
gravest kind. They say tuat it "exists in a nandlul 
01 active and hostile minds in England aud in 
Germany, and it lias been taken up b\- i'rotestauts in 
Lomximntrics as a weapon of controversy or ol cou- 
tuuiel}v aiMinsc the Catliolic Church, and especially 
Uie .Holy fcce. Camolics, they assert, are virtually' 
united on Jill i/oejimes ol Jaiifj, even on the luimac- 
uaii; conception, but on liie infallibility of the i'ope 
lliuri! is a divergence, which tlie enemies or the 
Church thins:, or pretend to tkiut is a contradiction 
in mil,!]. AS Archoisiiop J! aiming, wuo seems to be 
one ot the most active and urgent advocates m favor 
of tne deiimtion or the dogma, says in his pastoral to

U'tiB uieory 1 am about to promnlgatemay seem at 
iirst veiy absurd, but it is one tuat has not been 
loriued in a hurry, aud which on reflection will, I 
oeiieve, recommend uselr to many or your readers.

although allowed full scope and liberty, like all 
otner creeds and denominations, ought never to be- 
come or bs allowed to become a State church, or 
this there is no fear, you will say, in America, for in 
your great reuuhlic all religions are looked upon as 
equal- 
Very true, but you wm always have 
the Catholic Church, either national or leaning 
upon Home; it will always have its main stay at 
Baltimore or in the city that is built on Seven Hills; 
aud I maintain that the less yon have it national, ana 
the more you have It as part of a one great whole, 
whose centre is in Italy, the less chance will there be 
ol it obtaining undue influence in the land, the more 
independent, it will be hi itself and tlie iess likely to 
interiere with tne laws of the land where its lot is 
cast. 
Archbishops, bishops and priests, whose 
headship Is in Rome, are persons of very interior 
power to those who are independent spiritual rulers 
m their own country; and catholic bishops are too 
powerrui witn their own Hocks to admit of' their 
being independent pastors each in his own country* 
Tnerefore it is that the more dependent the Catholic 
Church of 'any nation is upon Rome, tne less liKely 
will it be ever to interfere with the laws or liberty of 
that nation or country. From ttus it lollows (or. at 
least, whether right or wrong, such is my theory) that 
as tae infallibility of the i'ope, if declared to be a mat- 
ter or faith, will, by making the blsnops ol the 
Church more dependent upon Rome, take irom them 
much power which they might (I don't say that they 
would, but that they might) use in troublesome times 
against tue well being of the State. In a word, by 
reducing their power it will diminish their influ- 
ence; and 1 aon't think this will be a bad thing for 
the world at large—certainly not in worldly matters.'

From KuiiRary to Constantinople—Trip from 


Pcslfa and Scenes by the Way—Oa the Heels 
of Imperialism and the Bank of the Danube— 
An Enqrlisiiraaii en Constitutiooa! Rights— 
Railroading to Varna—Anglo-Tni-kitim and 
Its TVork—The Emperor of Anstria. Firnt 
Sainted S>y Prussia—Baron Burst's Policy. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, KOV. 5. 1S69. 


Oa the evening oi the 25th or October I started 


from the railroad station at Pesta on the way to the 
residence of the formerly "sicfc man" of the Eos- 
phorus, who, notwithstanding his desperate state of 
health, and his more than desperate state of finances 
at that time, >s now dispensing hospitality to royal 
aad imperial guests. 


The train conveying the Emperor of Austria and 


his suite preceded us by three hours. On our jour- 
ney from I'est to Baziash, oa the Danube, nothing 
occurred beyond tne ordinary monotonous incidents 
or a night train withont sleeping cars and over- 
crowded with passengers. Towards, morning we 
found ourselves in the lower Banat or Flam 
of Southern Hungary—a country 
very much 


like Southern Russia or the prairies of southern 
Illinois. Tbe Banat is the most productive part of 
Hungary, and is ramons for its tins wheat. 


At half-past eight o'clock we arrived at Baziasli, 


close on the heels of the imperial parly, wiio had 
taken the steamer two hours and a hall before. We 
found the arolies covered with evergreens, the flags 
flying and tne decorations still uaremoved. Every- 
thing Indicated the recent presence of the royal 
pilgrims to Mohammedan sanctuaries, as well 
as to 
the Christian shrines. The passengers 


were 
much 
disappointed 
at

waiting 
which 
was 
to 


take us down the Danube, and were obliged to wait 
hour alter hour in the muddy Beziasa. The delay 
had tno eiTect of making all the travellers better ac- 
quainted, and it was soon discovered that on tiie 
passenger tram' from Pesth there were representa- 
tives or no le^s than eighteen nationalities. There 
was an American Irom Korthern Oregon, a Russian 
general from the Caucascs, an English Member or 
J'arliaraent, a shopkeeper from Tiflis, Georgia, and 
every nationality of Western .Europe, without a 
Single exception, was represented- The interest 
aroused by such a varied acquaintance helped to 
wear away the time, which, under all ordinary cir- 
cumstances, hangs so heavily where one is obliged 
to wait ior a tram or a steaujer. At hall-past three 
n the alternooa tne steamer was at the pier, and at 
four ire started. It was accidentally discovered 
tnat our troublesome waittug at 
lieziush was 
id by a "secret order1 gtveu to the cap- 
ot the boat to delay, so as not to give tne 
possibility of our party coining into the neignbur- 
nood or tue imperial traveller itnti his suite. Lpoii 
hearing tnw tue Encitsiiioen wore greatly enragea 
and aeclared inat constitutionalism in Austria way 
"a mockery, a delusnm aiiu a snare;1' that if me 
^ueen or Kngiauu were to do sucu a tntug it woula 
je made a subject for consideration In I'aiiiatnuiit. 
This indignation did not help us on, and HC seven 


>7clocx we were obliged to stop lor me iiignt on ac- 
;ouiii of the rapids or tlie jUauuoe, which can only 
JC crossed lu the daytime. Had we been able to 
"eep on our way in tne morning we could have 
ravelled all mglir, and thus arrived one day earner 
u Constantinople. But, as one of the travellers re- 
arked, the divine right of kings, thougu extinct m 
huory, still exists, to n, certain extent, in practice 
n many European countries, and the convenience of 
lew hundred ordinary mortals Is not to be tuoiigiit 
f if it does not accord with the wishes oi crowned 
uiers of tue eann. 
The railroad irom Kuslchuck, on the Danube, to 
"Vania, on the Ulack Sea, is a curiosity in its v,-ay. 
t is kept up and managed by Englishmen, and a 
ertaln per cent is guaranteed by tae Turkish gov- 
rnmeat. So that it may tie looked upon as one ot 
lie products 01 that "sincere" rriendfciiip and coi- 
lality which exists between the governments or 
'urfcey and England, and a beautiiul product, u, 13. 
1" thd world were searched over nothing could be 
ouud equal to the Varna road for bait uidnaeenieut 
ind disorder. After passing over a road wluuu 
nust operate fcarlully upon a man of weak nerves, 
r one who has a rear ol death, we arrived at Varna, 
where we lound the following means or continuing 
.he journey to Constantinople:—A steamer about a 
mile Irom shore, a pier extending several rods into 
he sea, narrow, without lamps, vyithom. railings, so 
hat an were obliged to walE careluliy in tne centre 
est a raise step might carry tliem overboard :at tne 
nd or the pier a rickety staircase aud a counted 
dim lamps afforded the possibility of finding our 
way, the best we could, into little boats, winch were 
o transport us on board the steamer. Fortunately 
he weather was lavorabie and the waves did not 
un high, so that tv e cuuld embark without much 
danger. The indignation, however, was universal 
'he high road to the ancient capital oi the Eastern

The English company, receiving no dividends, allows 
he public to nnu its wav over the road the best way 
scan. 
After escaping all perils by sea and land we arrived 
,t Constantinople on the 29th, late in the evening, 
,nd founii the city entirely occupied with the recep- 
lon of the Austro-Hunganan monarch. Admiral Te- 
jetnorf, having under his command four vessels of tlie 
LUStrian fleet, awaited the Emperor at Varna. Tne 
jultan's yacht Sultameh, having on board the 
Jlranti Vizier, tlie Austrian Ambassaador, Osteo, 
imar Pacha, Commander-m-uhiei of tne TurEisn 
armies, together with several aid-ae-camps or tne 
sultan, also repaired to Varaa to conduct the Einpe- 
or to Constantinople. 
On Thursday, the Emperor being on board, the 
3ultanleh was met at the entrance to the Bospliorua 
>y a number of steamers containing Austrian and 
lungarian residents or Constantinople, together 
with many other passengers. Upon entering the 
iosphorus the first salute flred in honor or me impe- 
lai visitor was Irom the yacntol the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, This welcome was soon joined in by the 
'urkish man-of-war and Mohammedism, or at leasi 
ts representatives expressed, i&ulr joy at the arrival 
if his Apostolic Majesty in the city or the Sultan. 
The Suitanieh cast anchor In the Bosphorus, and 
he Sultan appeared in Ins caique, wearing the ordei 
it St. Stephen, and going ou board was met by .the 
Jmperor at the head or the stairs. Tne temporal 
epresentatlves or Catholicism and Mohammedanism 
hook hands and descended to the Sultan's caique, 
hence to the palace of Dolma Bagtcne, where the 
Sultan conducted his guest to his apartments, where 
he presented to him the Minister of the Ottoman 
'overament. 
Alter the presentation by the Emperor of the prin- 
;ipal persons of his suite the Sultan retired, and 
ecelved a vLsit shortly after from ins gueat. A din- 
ner in the evening, at which the Prince or Prnssn 
was present, closed the festivities of the flrst day.

Two years ago it was the good fortune of your 


correspondent to pass over the entire line of the 
Snez Ship Canal, between Port Said and Suez; to 
spend some time on the fresh 
water 
canal, 


between Ismailia and the latter town, and to forward 
to tlie HERALD tlie earliest full account of those 
great works ever published In an American journal. 
In the communication referred to I briefly pointed 
out the difficulties which had then been overcome and 
those which still remained to be met. I at the same 
time stated the opinion, aa opinion which more re- 
cent experience lias proved to be correct, that these 
difficulties had always been greatly over estimated, 
and closed my letter expressing; my conviction taat 
tue work would be successiully completed within the 
given time. 


The canal may now be pronounced finished, 


though from 1,500,000 to 1,400,000 cubic metres of 
earth yet remain to be dredged from its bed In order 
to give it the maximum depth of eight metre 
(twenty-six feet tnree inches). Eight days only lu 
tervene between my present writing and the forma 
opening or the work. The completion of the cana 
may therefore fairly be considered an accomplishe 
fact. It now only remains to be seen whether it ca 
be kept permanently open, and whether it will a 
tract sufilcieiit business to it to enable its proprietor 
to make it pay. 


Retrospects of great enterprises successfully car 


ried to completion Have this very important advan 
tage over mere prospective-speculations, that the 
are proOtable as well as popular, which the latte 
seldoni are. So more favorable opportunity than tli 
present is likely to offer lor pointing out some of th 
more salient changes which this canal is likely t 
effect In the commerce of Europe, and in order th 
more thoroughly to do this I propose to conside 
the questions of maintenance and probable busines 
separately. 


First,, then, as to the permanent availability of th 


canal lor the parposes-of navigation. Granted that 
the canal is built, grave doubts apparently stil 
exist in tlie minds of many as to the ability of the 
companT to Keep it open. Mr. .1. Fowler, in his very 
able report and letter upon the canal publtshet 
last year, stated as his opimon that the silting up 
of tne sand at the Port Said entrance and the ac 
tion of the waters or rue Mediterranean would be 
found to be so great, that the western jettv would 
have to be lengthened ana strengthened, ana that 
th.3 more exposed portions or the canal—such, for 
Instance, as El Guisr and Serapeum—would have to 
be planted with trees for the purpose of attracting 
the sauci 'drift across the desert and keeping it from 
falling into the canal 


In order to fully appreciate the validity of Mr. 


Fowler's argument it will be necessary for the reader 
to understand as fully as lie can be expected to 
without personal inspection the nature of the har- 
bor of Port Said and the plan upon which the jetties 
liave been constructed. I will tliercrore endeavor 
briefly to describe them:— 


Port Said, as is now generally Known, is situated 


on the eastern shore of the Meaiterranean, 120 miles 
north of Alexandria, and nearly midway between 
the eastern mouth of the Kile and the Gulf of 
Peicase or Pcinsmm, Previous to tne creation of 
the town it was simply a low, sandy beach, open to 
the sea and divided from Lake Menzaleh by a nar- 
row ridge of sand. In order to form a harbor at once 
safe and spacious enough to accommodate the fleets 
of ships which were expected to seek transit through 
the canal it was proposed to build two jetties or 
piers, at rierht angles with the shore, which has ac- 
cordingly been done. These jetties are respectively 
3,500 and 2,500 yards, .rather more than two miles 
and one mile and a half in length. 
They are 


1,550 
yards apart at their shore end and 450 


yards at then- sea end, and embrace a triangular 
area ot 575 acres. This area has been dredged to the 
depth ot thirty leet and forms the oraer harbor, or 
ai-ant port, where vessels will anchor before enter- 
Ing tlie basins which communicate with tlie canal. 
Tne piers are constructed or huge concrete blocks, 
composed ol saud mixed with hydraulic lime, 
brought from Thiei, in France, and weigh, twenty- 
ttro tons each- The method pursuea in constructing 
the piers was as simple as that employed in lorming 
the blocks. Tliree blocks were placed side by side 
on the ocean bed. Upon these two more were placed 
in a similar manner, and on rhis substratum others 
wero dropped irregularly till the reauisite Height 
was reached. Great fears were entertained on the 
occasion of niy second visit (Novcmoer, 1869), even 
by the engineers themselves, that the Nile deposits, 
which are continually finding their way eastward to 
the amount, it is estimated, of 18,000,000 cubic yards 
per annum, would gradually silt up and obstruct 
the harbor, notwithstanding the shelter afforded by 
the west jetty. These fears have unfortunately 
proved but too well founded, and a bank of sand of 
very considerable- extent lias gradually formed 
within, as well as without the piers. Tlie chance in 
tue shore line produced by the alluvial accumula- 
tions west of the main pier will not, it is thought, 
affect tne utility of the harbor, though it may, in 
course of time, necessitate the lengthening of the 
pier itself; but with the deposit that has already 
formed within the harbor the case is widely dif- 
ferent. This difficulty, winch might easily Have 
been obviated by building the jetties solid rully up 
to, if not a little above, the water line, thus pre- 
cluding tlie possibility of the sand drifting through 
the interstices, as it now does, threatens to be a 
serious expense to the company. In brief, it must 
be admitted that this part of the work has failed. 
Tlie western jetty, if not both jetties, must be ren- 
dered intact, or dredges will have to be employed to 
an extent that will seriously interfere with the 
traffic through the canal. 


in reference to tlie second point raised by Mr. 


Fowler—viz., the accumulation of sand in the chan- 
nel of the canal in its more exposed portions, caused 
by the winds on the desert—there is less need for 
discussion. So long as the public mind remained 
possessed with the Idea that the whole line of the 
canal lay through a desert composed of fine, drifting 
sand great stress was laid upon the hopelessness of 
keeping the canal open, and many saw, or pre- 
tended to see, in this a sufficient excuse for believ- 
ing the project impracticable. But with more 'accu- 
rate knowledge in regard to tne localities has come 
a correspondmz change in opinion. There are, in 
reality, but three points throughout the entire length 
of the canal likely to oe affected to any considerable 
extent by sand from the desert. These are El Gulsr 
on the north and Serapeum and Chalouf on the 
south. At these points the cuttings are deep, and 
the banks consequently high ana much exposed. 
Owing'to their height, the simple expedient of 
forming a wall or dyke by depositing the sand 
dredged out of the canal on either side of the canal 
was found Impracticable, and It may in conse- 
quence be found necessary to construct an artificial 
lence, or to plant trees and shrubs, as suggested by 
Mr. Fowler. A dredge or two in Lake Timaah may, 
it la thought, also be found necessary. 


Another obstacle to tlie successful navigation of 


the' canai naa presented itself, In the estimation ot 
many, in the destructive action of its waters, caused

cut through a sandy desert llio that between Fort 
Said and Suez can withstand tho action o! water 
produced by tho passage through it of steam vessels 
ot from 2,0110 to 3.000 tons burden, at a speed of even 
six miles-au hour—the maximum vato of speed 
allowed by the company's regulations—without 
sustaining serious damage to its baaks. 
All 


that 
need 
be said 
on this point is 
that 


such uas not thus .far 
been the experience 


of the present company, and that experience 
in this, as in most other undertakings, is much bet- 
ter than theory. One half of the canal has boon na- 
vigated for twelve months by small steamers and 
sailing ships without any unfavorable result. The 
tendency or the submerged portion of the banks is 
unquestionably to harden under the action ot the 
salt water; and It is not improbable that by the time 
the canal is excavated to its maximum depth and 
width throughout, and ready to admit vessels of the 
largest size, the banks will have acquired such a de- 
gree of solidity as to leave no sulKcieut cause for 
further apprehension on this score. In the sharp 
curves and other very exposed portions of the canal 
it may be found necessary to face the slopes with 
stone above aad below the waier Hue; but this is a 
contingency that may never arise; and, to sum up 
briefly the waolo subject immediately under con- 
sideration—viz., the maintenance of the canal as a 
permanent navigable channel between the two seas- 
it may, I think, be confidently assorted that the' 
•means and appliances which have served to create 
it will assuredly suffice to keep it in a state of effec- 
tive operation. 


The impossibility or difficulty or supplying the ab- 


straction of the waters of the ijuter LaKes during 
the evaporation of tne summer months through the 
ordinary section of the canal between the Bitter 
Lakes and Suez has been made another point of 
discussion by Mr. Fowler, but aa no amount of mere 
speculative reasontu? wiH in the slightest degree 
assist the general reader to an appreciation of the 
merits of such an argument I forbear to discuss it 
here. 


The practical utility of the canal iMelt and its 


maintenance for the purposes or navigation ad- 
mitted, the real question remains, will it pay? Will 
the traffic through it be sufficient to meet not only 
the enormous cost ot construction but the contingent 
expense which its operation mual Tor a considerable 
season entail upo:i its projectors ? 


In order to answer this question satisfactorily it 


will be necessary to consider briefly two other 
points—First, what was the purpose for which the 
canal was constructed f and, second, IB that oblect 
likely to be attained, and if so, by what maans? 


The primary object in building the caual, as is 


now pretty generally understood, was to save not 
only tlie long and tedious voyage round the Cape of 
Good Hope, but also the more expeditions yet more 
troublesome and expensive railway route across the 
isthmus. The following table wili show the saving 
effected in distance by the canal over tne Cape route 
between the ports named and Point de Galle, Ceylon, 
which is chosen as representing a point of mean 
distance in the Eastern seas:—

Clearly there is a saving of fifty per cent in dis- 


tance and a proportionate saving in time between 
the canal and Caps routes. The distance and time 
by railway Between Alexandria and Suez by the 
present travelled route via Zagazig is very nearly 
the same as that through, the canal; but the expense 
and delay necessary In breaking cargo at Alex- 
andria, transporting it across tlio isthmus, and re- 
shipping it at Suez are so great as to give the canal 
very greatly the advantage ior the future. 


Indeed, there can be no good reason for doubting 


that tne canal company cau afford, under almost any 
circumstances, to give transit to steamers at, rates 
which will defy successful competition on ihe part 
of the railway company for ihe transit, of heavy 
goods across the isthmus. As regards the route 
round the Cape the case is different. It is estimated 
that from five to six million tons of shipping en- 
gaged in the India and China trade no'.v annuallT 
donble the Cape of Good Uopc. A considerable share 
of this tralilc it is the hope ol M. de Lesseps and his 
co-projectors to bo able to divert to the snip canal. 


Whether they will be able to do so remains to be 


seen, and in the opinion of many well Informed snip- 
pers is very doubtful, it Is well known that a large 
iroporMon of the products oi the East seeking 
European markets will not afford to Day a si earn 
reight in addition to the toll required by the com- 
pany under Its present tariff, and it, is equally cer-

cnsion, the Bed 
Sea, cannot be successfully 


navigated by sailing vessels. 
The consequence 


will be that the Cape liners and clippers will con- 
mue to sail their present route till compelled, by 
ompetltion, to seek the short cut across, steam 
will, however, sooner or later, supersede sailing ves- 
els altogether. 
Steamers iltted with auxiliary 


crews, of light drart, and otherwise adapted to the 
navigation of the canal and the Rod Sea, will be 
juiir expressly for the trade, aud when they are the 
raffle through the canal will largely increase and 
hat round the Cape be proportionately reduced. 
The following facts, compiled irom the official 
egister of the canal company, though it cannot de- 
ermine even the probable extent of the future busi- 
ness o[ the canal, may serve in some degree to fur- 
nish the general reader with a sale basis upon which 
a estimate its relative importance to tlie several 
European Powers. 


M. de Lesseps estimates that from t-'.QOO.OOO to 
.QOO.OOOtOBS will pass throtiRli the canal during 1870, 
nd that this amount will be. doubled tiic lollowing 
ear. I see no good reason for thinking tue estimate 
xcessive; for it must be borne in mind that all ves- 
els usuur the canal are required to pay toll (ten 
rancs or two dollars per ton) on their measurement 
ounagc, whether they have tlie cargo on board or 
ot. 
The English and the French will, for some time at 
east, be the largest customers or tiie canal com- 
pany, their rival steamship lines, the Peninsular 
and Oriental and Messageries Imperiales, furnishing 


ow the chief mediums of communication between 
arope and the East. But in this respect, as in many 
thers, this new highway must effect a radical and 
ermanent change. 
IT permanently successful it 


must practically cut off Alexandria, Marseilles and 


outhamoton from the monopoly they have so long 
eld of the Mediterranean trade with Egypt and the 
ast, and open the aeld to successful competition. 
Brlndisi aud other ports on the eastern coast of 
taly, by reason of their greater proximity to Port 
aid, will share largely in the rich trade of Marseilles 
nd Southampton. Trieste also will become a for- 
midable competitor lor the trade of Central 


arope. The Austrian Lloyd's line of steamers 
rom the latter port 
in doing' a steadily in- 


reasing business, and already giving evidence that 
feels the stimulus. So far as tne passenger, mail, 
nd last freight traffic with the East is concerned it 
eems well nigh certain that these two "ports will 
upplant their older and wealthier rivals .altogether. 
. new commercial era is dawning on Central 
urope, the events and, results of which It is now 
mpossible to determine. As for our neighbor, Alex- 
ndria, which has furnished altogether the most re- 


markable instance of growth In the East, it seems 


ot unlikely that the canal will operate unfavorably, 
oats will proceed from European ports direct to tht 
anal instead of to Alexandria as hitherto. Ttma 
irt aside, save for the purposes of local trade, it 


must decline almost as rapidly as it has risen.

Indian cotton 
aad Cinuese t'a de^tluctl lor ijonuud must traverse 
the entire distance, even if tliey were imported in 
lorei-iii bottoms. The products aud the wants or 
Italy, of ueruiany ana or Russia will ior many jujrs 
not enable them to compete with Englaud lor the1 
trade of tlie East. 
The rivalry of itorsei.les may 
perhaps be more lormidaWe; but an advantage oi a 
thousand miles in a long voyage will certainly not 
be decisive. . 


A more serious inconvenience might arise if the 
tonnage ol passing vessels wero limited by insui- 
licient depth or water or width or channel. Engush 
shiuowneri have loum! it to tiieir interest to build 
larger ships than those winch are cummomy 
used by otuer nations; aud U they are forced to re- 
duce their tonnage in Eastern voyages, the reduction 
in size must extend to tne same vessels wiien iney 
are despatched to other pacts of the world- If the 
largest ships winch are now used, or \vuiuh might be 
built hereafter, are exclude.! from the use or the 
canal, the effect will. b» tne same as that of a shore 
and steep gradient whicu may limit the load over 
a)0 or ;;0o miles or railway. For a long time to 
come the canal, il it ;s to-uiake any return to its pro- 
jectors, win admit six English suips for one belong- 
ing to all other countries. The canal will probably 
require in alt cases the use of tugs; but the Keti fcea 
caiiuot oe prolitably navigated by sailing vessels, 
because the prevailing winds are parallel to its 
course, while there is no sufficient room for ships to 
work to wind ward. Tue commercial marine ol ling- 
laud is larger than that oi tne rest ol Europe, and tiie 
excess ol English sieniners is much migcr than, 
tnat, of tonnage in general, 
ir the voyage by 
tho Cape is limnd to be more commodious aud 
cheaper than ilie now passage I here is no risk of 
foreign competition; and if, ou the other hand, the 
canal supersedes tlie long voyage English ships \vill 
probably continue 10 carry tne bulk of merchandise. 
For tne transit of light goods, o( passengers and of 
specie smaller foreign vessels might obtain an artiu- 
cial prclereuce 11 tne largest clusd ol steamers ware 
uuabie to traverse tiie canal. 


Lord Palmerpton was mistaken, not in regarding

Tae .Ecumenical Council—Tho Pope's letter 


to Archbishop IHauniusr—Infallibility—The 
XUeolosical Asiiect—Chiirch 
and State- 


Catholicity In America. 


LOXD02T, Xov. IS, 1S69. 


Since my last letter on the subject of the Ecumeni- 


cal Council there nas appeared in the London news- 
papers a letter Jroni the Pope addressed to Arch- 
bishop Manning. Of these two dignitaries it is diffi- 
cult to say winch is the best abused man, at least by 
the British newspapers. If his Holiness says noth- 
ing he is taken to task for his silence; if he writes 
anything he is denounced for daring to»write. The 
letter of which I speak is simply a document by 
which Pius the Kinth seeks to correct an error into 
which a great number of English writers on the sub- 
ject had fallen. They have lor a Jong time been 
abusing him for daring to convene a council by 
which these opinions would be condemned. The 
Pope writes now that this is a mistake. The Council 
he says, is not called together to decide upon an 
former heresy or error, all.of which cave been Ion 
ago condemned. But whas is meant is to discus 


laying down. Your Catholic bishops m America—at 
least sucu as I have met la Europe—are all very 
"Konian" in their tone, and are therefore not much 
given to meddle in local politics at home. In Ireland 
and in France it is exactly the reverse 
lu botu 
these countries the bishops are more or less atm- 
Koman in their line of thought, and are anxious to 
be deemed "national," "independent" aud free of 
"Roman" influences. And the consequences as a 
general rule, are tuat they interfere far too much in 
politics, and aro more occupied with things of this 
world thau the next.

The very mention 
to ttiem of the word "Home" is like shaking a red 
cloth in the face of a bull. It drives them mail.

body as tbe Catholic Church and tho placing 01 it 
under She rule of a patriarch who is independent ol 
all governments is really the only guarantee that 
you have for the liberty of that Church where 
would vou be iii America if France or anv other 
European Power wero supreme at Rome i Would 
thefe not be perpetual intrigues against your liber- 
ties being carried on by the whole Catholic body? 
But with the present organization ai Rome—a Suite 
or a I'ower strong in spiritual, buc weak m tem- 
poral power—there can'never be any danger of inter- 
ference In secular affairs by the Church 
In my next letter, in which I tope to bring this 


subject to au end, 1 shall pat before you wliai l Have 
taken some pains to collect from the writings of tbe 
Catholic bishops throughout the world as to whnt 
is really meant—what they really mean—by the 
infallibility ot the Pope. Like all other doctrines 
and opinions and dogmas, it gets smaller the nearer 
we approach to it. 1 may be wrong, but it seems to 
me that the dogma is no novelty in the Catholic 
Churcn, and that ir defined even as authoritatively 
as Dr. Manning advocates it will merely be puttin^ 
in plain terms what has been alreadj 3 standin^ tra- 
dition of ttie Churcn. It will certainly draw the 
bishops of that Church nearer in spiritual matters 
to Borne, but after all it will be but putting lu prac- 
tice what they have all along held in theorp. 


and decide matters connected with tae faith 
discipline of the Cttnrcu, aud if others, not of th 
Church, wish their difficulties to be smoothed o 
their way to be made clear, m order to eater tin 
Catholic Church, t'osy have only to come to Rome 
where learned divines will show them what is th< 
truth, and so forth. The letter is taat of a siiapie 
rninoed old man, a fervent believer in his own creed, 
and very anxious indeed that others should join tha' 
creed, or church, which he believes to be the onlj 
true one. But it has been met by a torrant of abuse 
irom the English press, and if the poor Pope ha( 
ordered an invasion of England he could hardly be 
in greater disfavor than he is with the wise men of 
ttiis wise land. But m England men must not dare 
even to think differently from the inlallible press, 
which is the most intolerant of all powers in the 
world, and yet is always proclaiming itself to be the 
most tolerant.* And now to return to where I lelt 
off lu my last, respecting what no doubt the coming 
Council will be occupied in discussiftg, namely, the 
Personal infallibility of the Fops, when speaking 
ex ca.thea.ra, or officially, oa matters of faith. 


As I said in a former letter, there can be little doubt 


that this Oosma will be ceflned at the Council, 
and, as I believe, it will become part and parcel of 
the faith ot tlie Catholic Churca. My reason for 
thinking so is, tuat of tne innuy CatUollc bishops 
and onests you meet at present on their way to 
Home one and all seem to tiiiuK that the great 
majority of the Council will be In favor jof this 
action. Even those who are antagonistic to the doc- 
trine and who do not thins teat the question ought 
to be mooted at present aeiMU to believe that if 
mooted it -fill be carried by a very large majority. 
On the other hand those who are in favor of the 
dogma say taat the denial of the Infallioihty or the 
liomau Pontiff is neither obscure, unobtrusive or 
latent, but that it is patent, notorious, Importunate 
anil organized, it exists, as they say. not inueed 
m power, as ouce it did iu Fiance; out u exiatg still. 
Us roots ace jet m the soil and alive. Tliev look 
Tinou i.u:5 denial of ttie mtalliDiiity 35 an error~ol the 
gravest kind. They say tuat it "exists in a nandlul 
01 active and hostile minds in England aud in 
Germany, and it lias been taken up b\- i'rotestauts in 
Lomximntrics as a weapon of controversy or ol cou- 
tuuiel}v aiMinsc the Catliolic Church, and especially 
Uie .Holy fcce. Camolics, they assert, are virtually' 
united on Jill i/oejimes ol Jaiifj, even on the luimac- 
uaii; conception, but on liie infallibility of the i'ope 
lliuri! is a divergence, which tlie enemies or the 
Church thins:, or pretend to tkiut is a contradiction 
in mil,!]. AS Archoisiiop J! aiming, wuo seems to be 
one ot the most active and urgent advocates m favor

Very true, but you wm always have 
the Catholic Church, either national or leaning 
upon Home; it will always have its main stay at 
Baltimore or in the city that is built on Seven Hills; 
aud I maintain that the less yon have it national, ana 
the more you have It as part of a one great whole, 
whose centre is in Italy, the less chance will there be 
ol it obtaining undue influence in the land, the more 
independent, it will be hi itself and tlie iess likely to 
interiere with tne laws of the land where its lot is 
cast. 
Archbishops, bishops and priests, whose 
headship Is in Rome, are persons of very interior

Oa the evening oi the 25th or October I started 


from the railroad station at Pesta on the way to the 
residence of the formerly "sicfc man" of the Eos- 
phorus, who, notwithstanding his desperate state of 
health, and his more than desperate state of finances 
at that time, >s now dispensing hospitality to royal 
aad imperial guests. 


The train conveying the Emperor of Austria and 


his suite preceded us by three hours. On our jour- 
ney from I'est to Baziash, oa the Danube, nothing 
occurred beyond tne ordinary monotonous incidents 
or a night train withont sleeping cars and over- 
crowded with passengers. Towards, morning we 
found ourselves in the lower Banat or Flam 
of Southern Hungary—a country 
very much 


like Southern Russia or the prairies of southern 
Illinois. Tbe Banat is the most productive part of 
Hungary, and is ramons for its tins wheat. 


At half-past eight o'clock we arrived at Baziasli, 


close on the heels of the imperial parly, wiio had 
taken the steamer two hours and a hall before.

The Suitanieh cast anchor In the Bosphorus, and 
he Sultan appeared in Ins caique, wearing the ordei 
it St. Stephen, and going ou board was met by .the 
Jmperor at the head or the stairs. Tne temporal 
epresentatlves or Catholicism and Mohammedanism 
hook hands and descended to the Sultan's caique, 
hence to the palace of Dolma Bagtcne, where the

THE SUEZ CANAL, 


Past, Present and Future—Mr. Fowler's 
Objections Answered—Influence' of the 
Canal on the Extent and Direction of 
Trade 
and Commerce Between 


Europe and the East—How the 
Great Maritime and Railroad 
Interests will be Affected. 


I3y mail from the East, by way or Europe, we. 


have tbe following correspondence from Port Said, 
dated on the 8th of November, furnishing the flrst 
special written newspaper review had In detail ol 
our cable telegrams relative to the great work of the 
Suez Ship Canal. The writer presents the history of 
the modern enterprise, passes In review the many 
difficulties which were overcome, states the present 
situation, and, in conclusion, draws a happy fore- 
cast of the commercial ana other effects of the new 
transit, and its influence on tlie directtoa or trade 
and travel between Europe and the East.

Two years ago it was the good fortune of your 


correspondent to pass over the entire line of the 
Snez Ship Canal, between Port Said and Suez; to 
spend some time on the fresh 
water 
canal, 


between Ismailia and the latter town, and to forward 
to tlie HERALD tlie earliest full account of those 
great works ever published In an American journal. 
In the communication referred to I briefly pointed 
out the difficulties which had then been overcome and 
those which still remained to be met. I at the same 
time stated the opinion, aa opinion which more re- 
cent experience lias proved to be correct, that these 
difficulties had always been greatly over estimated, 
and closed my letter expressing; my conviction taat 
tue work would be successiully completed within the 
given time. 


The canal may now be pronounced finished, 


though from 1,500,000 to 1,400,000 cubic metres of 
earth yet remain to be dredged from its bed In order 
to give it the maximum depth of eight metre 
(twenty-six feet tnree inches). Eight days only lu 
tervene between my present writing and the forma 
opening or the work. The completion of the cana 
may therefore fairly be considered an accomplishe 
fact. It now only remains to be seen whether it ca 
be kept permanently open, and whether it will a 
tract sufilcieiit business to it to enable its proprietor 
to make it pay. 


Retrospects of great enterprises successfully car 


ried to completion Have this very important advan 
tage over mere prospective-speculations, that the 
are proOtable as well as popular, which the latte 
seldoni are. So more favorable opportunity than tli 
present is likely to offer lor pointing out some of th 
more salient changes which this canal is likely t 
effect In the commerce of Europe, and in order th 
more thoroughly to do this I propose to conside 
the questions of maintenance and probable busines 
separately. 


First,, then, as to the permanent availability of th 


canal lor the parposes-of navigation. Granted that 
the canal is built, grave doubts apparently stil 
exist in tlie minds of many as to the ability of the 
companT to Keep it open. Mr. .1. Fowler, in his very 
able report and letter upon the canal publtshet 
last year, stated as his opimon that the silting up 
of tne sand at the Port Said entrance and the ac 
tion of the waters or rue Mediterranean would be 
found to be so great, that the western jettv would 
have to be lengthened ana strengthened, ana that 
th.3 more exposed portions or the canal—such, for 
Instance, as El Guisr and Serapeum—would have to 
be planted with trees for the purpose of attracting 
the sauci 'drift across the desert and keeping it from 
falling into the canal 


In order to fully appreciate the validity of Mr. 


Fowler's argument it will be necessary for the reader 
to understand as fully as lie can be expected to 
without personal inspection the nature of the har- 
bor of Port Said and the plan upon which the jetties 
liave been constructed. I will tliercrore endeavor 
briefly to describe them:— 


Port Said, as is now generally Known, is situated 


on the eastern shore of the Meaiterranean, 120 miles 
north of Alexandria, and nearly midway between 
the eastern mouth of the Kile and the Gulf of 
Peicase or Pcinsmm, Previous to tne creation of 
the town it was simply a low, sandy beach, open to 
the sea and divided from Lake Menzaleh by a nar- 
row ridge of sand. In order to form a harbor at once 
safe and spacious enough to accommodate the fleets 
of ships which were expected to seek transit through 
the canal it was proposed to build two jetties or 
piers, at rierht angles with the shore, which has ac- 
cordingly been done. These jetties are respectively 
3,500 and 2,500 yards, .rather more than two miles 
and one mile and a half in length. 
They are 


1,550 
yards apart at their shore end and 450 


yards at then- sea end, and embrace a triangular 
area ot 575 acres. This area has been dredged to the 
depth ot thirty leet and forms the oraer harbor, or 
ai-ant port, where vessels will anchor before enter- 
Ing tlie basins which communicate with tlie canal. 
Tne piers are constructed or huge concrete blocks, 
composed ol saud mixed with hydraulic lime, 
brought from Thiei, in France, and weigh, twenty- 
ttro tons each- The method pursuea in constructing 
the piers was as simple as that employed in lorming 
the blocks. Tliree blocks were placed side by side 
on the ocean bed. Upon these two more were placed 
in a similar manner, and on rhis substratum others 
wero dropped irregularly till the reauisite Height 
was reached. Great fears were entertained on the 
occasion of niy second visit (Novcmoer, 1869), even 
by the engineers themselves, that the Nile deposits, 
which are continually finding their way eastward to 
the amount, it is estimated, of 18,000,000 cubic yards 
per annum, would gradually silt up and obstruct 
the harbor, notwithstanding the shelter afforded by 
the west jetty. These fears have unfortunately 
proved but too well founded, and a bank of sand of 
very considerable- extent lias gradually formed 
within, as well as without the piers. Tlie chance in 
tue shore line produced by the alluvial accumula- 
tions west of the main pier will not, it is thought, 
affect tne utility of the harbor, though it may, in 
course of time, necessitate the lengthening of the 
pier itself; but with the deposit that has already 
formed within the harbor the case is widely dif- 
ferent. This difficulty, winch might easily Have 
been obviated by building the jetties solid rully up 
to, if not a little above, the water line, thus pre- 
cluding tlie possibility of the sand drifting through 
the interstices, as it now does, threatens to be a 
serious expense to the company. In brief, it must 
be admitted that this part of the work has failed. 
Tlie western jetty, if not both jetties, must be ren- 
dered intact, or dredges will have to be employed to 
an extent that will seriously interfere with the 
traffic through the canal. 


in reference to tlie second point raised by Mr. 


Fowler—viz., the accumulation of sand in the chan- 
nel of the canal in its more exposed portions, caused 
by the winds on the desert—there is less need for 
discussion. So long as the public mind remained 
possessed with the Idea that the whole line of the 
canal lay through a desert composed of fine, drifting 
sand great stress was laid upon the hopelessness of 
keeping the canal open, and many saw, or pre- 
tended to see, in this a sufficient excuse for believ- 
ing the project impracticable. But with more 'accu- 
rate knowledge in regard to tne localities has come 
a correspondmz change in opinion. There are, in 
reality, but three points throughout the entire length 
of the canal likely to oe affected to any considerable 
extent by sand from the desert. These are El Gulsr 
on the north and Serapeum and Chalouf on the 
south. At these points the cuttings are deep, and 
the banks consequently high ana much exposed. 
Owing'to their height, the simple expedient of 
forming a wall or dyke by depositing the sand 
dredged out of the canal on either side of the canal 
was found Impracticable, and It may in conse- 
quence be found necessary to construct an artificial 
lence, or to plant trees and shrubs, as suggested by 
Mr. Fowler. A dredge or two in Lake Timaah may, 
it la thought, also be found necessary. 


Another obstacle to tlie successful navigation of 


the' canai naa presented itself, In the estimation ot 
many, in the destructive action of its waters, caused

cut through a sandy desert llio that between Fort 
Said and Suez can withstand tho action o! water 
produced by tho passage through it of steam vessels 
ot from 2,0110 to 3.000 tons burden, at a speed of even 
six miles-au hour—the maximum vato of speed 
allowed by the company's regulations—without 
sustaining serious damage to its baaks. 
All

on this point is 
that 


such uas not thus .far 
been the experience 


of the present company, and that experience 
in this, as in most other undertakings, is much bet- 
ter than theory. One half of the canal has boon na- 
vigated for twelve months by small steamers and 
sailing ships without any unfavorable result. The 
tendency or the submerged portion of the banks is 
unquestionably to harden under the action ot the 
salt water; and It is not improbable that by the time 
the canal is excavated to its maximum depth and 
width throughout, and ready to admit vessels of the 
largest size, the banks will have acquired such a de- 
gree of solidity as to leave no sulKcieut cause for 
further apprehension on this score. In the sharp 
curves and other very exposed portions of the canal 
it may be found necessary to face the slopes with 
stone above aad below the waier Hue; but this is a 
contingency that may never arise; and, to sum up 
briefly the waolo subject immediately under con- 
sideration—viz., the maintenance of the canal as a 
permanent navigable channel between the two seas- 
it may, I think, be confidently assorted that the' 
•means and appliances which have served to create 
it will assuredly suffice to keep it in a state of effec- 
tive operation. 


The impossibility or difficulty or supplying the ab- 


straction of the waters of the ijuter LaKes during 
the evaporation of tne summer months through the 
ordinary section of the canal between the Bitter 
Lakes and Suez has been made another point of 
discussion by Mr. Fowler, but aa no amount of mere 
speculative reasontu? wiH in the slightest degree 
assist the general reader to an appreciation of the 
merits of such an argument I forbear to discuss it 
here. 


The practical utility of the canal iMelt and its 


maintenance for the purposes or navigation ad- 
mitted, the real question remains, will it pay? Will 
the traffic through it be sufficient to meet not only 
the enormous cost ot construction but the contingent 
expense which its operation mual Tor a considerable 
season entail upo:i its projectors ? 


In order to answer this question satisfactorily it 


will be necessary to consider briefly two other 
points—First, what was the purpose for which the 
canal was constructed f and, second, IB that oblect 
likely to be attained, and if so, by what maans? 


The primary object in building the caual, as is 


now pretty generally understood, was to save not 
only tlie long and tedious voyage round the Cape of 
Good Hope, but also the more expeditions yet more 
troublesome and expensive railway route across the 
isthmus. The following table wili show the saving 
effected in distance by the canal over tne Cape route 
between the ports named and Point de Galle, Ceylon, 
which is chosen as representing a point of mean 
distance in the Eastern seas:—

Clearly there is a saving of fifty per cent in dis- 


tance and a proportionate saving in time between 
the canal and Caps routes. The distance and time 
by railway Between Alexandria and Suez by the 
present travelled route via Zagazig is very nearly 
the same as that through, the canal; but the expense 
and delay necessary In breaking cargo at Alex- 
andria, transporting it across tlio isthmus, and re- 
shipping it at Suez are so great as to give the canal 
very greatly the advantage ior the future. 


Indeed, there can be no good reason for doubting 


that tne canal company cau afford, under almost any 
circumstances, to give transit to steamers at, rates 
which will defy successful competition on ihe part 
of the railway company for ihe transit, of heavy 
goods across the isthmus. As regards the route 
round the Cape the case is different. It is estimated 
that from five to six million tons of shipping en- 
gaged in the India and China trade no'.v annuallT 
donble the Cape of Good Uopc. A considerable share 
of this tralilc it is the hope ol M. de Lesseps and his 
co-projectors to bo able to divert to the snip canal. 


Whether they will be able to do so remains to be 


seen, and in the opinion of many well Informed snip- 
pers is very doubtful, it Is well known that a large 
iroporMon of the products oi the East seeking 
European markets will not afford to Day a si earn 
reight in addition to the toll required by the com-

The following facts, compiled irom the official 
egister of the canal company, though it cannot de- 
ermine even the probable extent of the future busi- 
ness o[ the canal, may serve in some degree to fur- 
nish the general reader with a sale basis upon which 
a estimate its relative importance to tlie several 
European Powers. 


M. de Lesseps estimates that from t-'.QOO.OOO to 
.QOO.OOOtOBS will pass throtiRli the canal during 1870, 
nd that this amount will be. doubled tiic lollowing 
ear. I see no good reason for thinking tue estimate 
xcessive; for it must be borne in mind that all ves- 
els usuur the canal are required to pay toll (ten 
rancs or two dollars per ton) on their measurement 
ounagc, whether they have tlie cargo on board or 
ot. 
The English and the French will, for some time at 
east, be the largest customers or tiie canal com- 
pany, their rival steamship lines, the Peninsular 
and Oriental and Messageries Imperiales, furnishing 


ow the chief mediums of communication between 
arope and the East. But in this respect, as in many 
thers, this new highway must effect a radical and 
ermanent change. 
IT permanently successful it 


must practically cut off Alexandria, Marseilles and 


outhamoton from the monopoly they have so long 
eld of the Mediterranean trade with Egypt and the 
ast, and open the aeld to successful competition. 
Brlndisi aud other ports on the eastern coast of 
taly, by reason of their greater proximity to Port 
aid, will share largely in the rich trade of Marseilles 
nd Southampton. Trieste also will become a for- 
midable competitor lor the trade of Central 


arope. The Austrian Lloyd's line of steamers 
rom the latter port 
in doing' a steadily in- 


reasing business, and already giving evidence that 
feels the stimulus. So far as tne passenger, mail, 
nd last freight traffic with the East is concerned it 
eems well nigh certain that these two "ports will 
upplant their older and wealthier rivals .altogether. 
. new commercial era is dawning on Central 
urope, the events and, results of which It is now 
mpossible to determine. As for our neighbor, Alex- 
ndria, which has furnished altogether the most re- 


markable instance of growth In the East, it seems 


ot unlikely that the canal will operate unfavorably, 
oats will proceed from European ports direct to tht 
anal instead of to Alexandria as hitherto. Ttma 
irt aside, save for the purposes of local trade, it 


must decline almost as rapidly as it has risen.

canal, the effect will. b» tne same as that of a shore 
and steep gradient whicu may limit the load over 
a)0 or ;;0o miles or railway. For a long time to 
come the canal, il it ;s to-uiake any return to its pro- 
jectors, win admit six English suips for one belong- 
ing to all other countries. The canal will probably 
require in alt cases the use of tugs; but the Keti fcea 
caiiuot oe prolitably navigated by sailing vessels, 
because the prevailing winds are parallel to its 
course, while there is no sufficient room for ships to 
work to wind ward. Tue commercial marine ol ling- 
laud is larger than that oi tne rest ol Europe, and tiie 
excess ol English sieniners is much migcr than, 
tnat, of tonnage in general, 
ir the voyage by 
tho Cape is limnd to be more commodious aud 
cheaper than ilie now passage I here is no risk of 
foreign competition; and if, ou the other hand, the 
canal supersedes tlie long voyage English ships \vill 
probably continue 10 carry tne bulk of merchandise.

STKKET SPRINKLING. 


With this matter of sprmMnz, as with the several

Trials of them are upon a small, but 
sufficiently extensive scale to enable them to decide 
whether they should be rejected or wlietuer they are 
worthy of more extended use. 
Tbe watering of streets ana roads nas only within 
a few years been recognized as -j. necessity in our 
cities. The machinery for the purpose, at 'first very 
crude, bas been tcraduali} improved, but is still far 
irom bems satisfactory. It is diuicult to guage aud 
comrol tbe amouut ot water to be delivered on tUe 
roadway so as to meet the rapidly changing condi- 
tions ol tiie atiaospuere. It cannot be doue by 
machinery \vitu any decree of perfection. Observa- 
tion 01, tne weauier and the adaptation of the quan- 
tity of waier to the existing condition 01 tlie 
rojre! ana the weatner require a nicer discrimination 
tnan is given to it. Tue amount oi water on tbe 
roadway wuica in o>ie hour will fasten the dust and 
render the roail agreeable will at another hour 
leave a muady sunace. The cart or vehicle by means 
01 wmcii ti:e water is distributed is m ifcell a great 
encumbrance to tbe roadway. 


A drive througa dusty streets is no longer consid- 
ered tolerable, ;ind inudern improvements m cities 
call lor new methods avoiding audi,, not merely for 
the comfort ol tnose who travel upjn Uie road but to 
prevent tne great waste aud loss done to all Kinds 
ol goods by the ail-perineatmg nuisance.

No mepnitic vapors or deleterious odors arise 
from Its use, as far as Known, and itjs believed that 
something has at last been found that will afford to 
the overheated pavements of New York a relief from 
the injurious temperatures bakiusr out tbe vitality 
iroui residents on this island. 


STKKET SPRINKLING. 


With this matter of sprmMnz, as with the several 


sorts of pavement that are brought into public 
notice, the Commissioners of the Park take pains to 
test thoroughly ti:ose that appear to have any value 
whatever. Trials of them are upon a small, but 
sufficiently extensive scale to enable them to decide 
whether they should be rejected or wlietuer they are 
worthy of more extended use. 
Tbe watering of streets ana roads nas only within 
a few years been recognized as -j. necessity in our 
cities. The machinery for the purpose, at 'first very 
crude, bas been tcraduali} improved, but is still far 
irom bems satisfactory. It is diuicult to guage aud 
comrol tbe amouut ot water to be delivered on tUe 
roadway so as to meet the rapidly changing condi- 
tions ol tiie atiaospuere. It cannot be doue by 
machinery \vitu any decree of perfection. Observa- 
tion 01, tne weauier and the adaptation of the quan- 
tity of waier to the existing condition 01 tlie 
rojre! ana the weatner require a nicer discrimination 
tnan is given to it. Tue amount oi water on tbe 
roadway wuica in o>ie hour will fasten the dust and 
render the roail agreeable will at another hour 
leave a muady sunace. The cart or vehicle by means 
01 wmcii ti:e water is distributed is m ifcell a great 
encumbrance to tbe roadway. 


A drive througa dusty streets is no longer consid- 
ered tolerable, ;ind inudern improvements m cities 
call lor new methods avoiding audi,, not merely for 
the comfort ol tnose who travel upjn Uie road but to 
prevent tne great waste aud loss done to all Kinds 
ol goods by the ail-perineatmg nuisance. 


Very mncn may be accompnsned oy tae original 
proper construction oi streets, not only of their sur- 
lace but of their sub-structure. Much may be ac- 
complished bv sweeping aud washing the streets; 
the rest must be left to other means. 
ft 
The results- ol the experiments on the rarK in

which the whole country looks for some 
guidance in the probable embarrassments 
which beset the political future. 
First of all 


they must learn to recognize the great facts 
established by tlie war. They must not forget 
that in this progressive age, und in view of the 
progress going on all around us, there is some- 
thing more demanded of them than devotion 
to the " lime-honored principles" of the demo- 
cratic party, and they will have to mould their 
policy in the matrix of progressive thought.

although not claiming to be the chief, he is the 
adviser of Tammany, he may so direct its 
counsels and so s'iape the action of the next 
Legislature as to lay down the landmarks for 
the party throughout the whole country and 
make things all square for a democratic candi- 
date in 1872. 
The democracy have a fair 


show to make good their ground of occupation 
for the Presidential fight if prudence only con- 
trols their counsels in this very delicate crisis 
of their history. A good deal will depend 
upon the initiative which the Albany Legisla- 
ture may take, and the action of that body 
will consequently ba watched with much 
interest. 


i he Democratic State ConncH. 


The democracy of the State, represented by 


the most intelligent elements of the party, have 
just been in council at Albany. The New York 
leaders—who are to be the guides of the future 
policy of the party by right of the priority of 
majorities as well, perhaps, as by their tact as 
managers—had an opportunity of meeting with 
the most prominent mea of the party through- 
out the entire State, an opportunity of compar- 
ing notes with them suggesting a new policy 
and possibly dictating- what shall be the future 
of the democracy, not only in this State, but 
throughout the whole country. In many re- 
spects this was a most important council. 
It 


did not partake of the character of a conven- 
tion, because the members were not elected at 
primary meetings, but were invited to meet 
the chiefs in the State capital, and in the 
Executive Mansion to boot—a fit and proper 
place just now. It was not a caucus, because 
it possessed none of the features of these mys- 
terious intricacies of party machinery, as it 
had no "slate" to make nor any candidates to 
nominate. 
But it was all the more remarkable 


event from the fact that It was free from all the 
commonplace action of conventions and cau- 
CUSS8S, and if the parties who participated in 
that council realized the result of their delib- 
erations and measured the strength of the pre- 
sent position which the democratic party 
occupies in this State, as perhaps they did, 
they must have seen that a good deal depended 
upon their proceedings. 


We have a fair outline of what the democrats 


propose to do under their new lease of power 
with regard to the restoration of local govern- 
ments, with regard to dealing with republican 
commissions, and the delicacy with which these 
latter must bs approached, with, reference also 
to the fifteenth .amendment and other im- 
portant matters. The published and sensible 
opinions of Peter B. Sweeny upon these ques- 
tions may be received, we presume, aa reflec- 
tions of the purposes and general action of the 
party, and we have no reason to suppose that 
these views'were dissented from in the Albany 
council. Thus far, then, we can assume what 
the policy of the democrats will be. There 
may be difficulties in the way of this laid down 
policy, bnt one thing is certain, that if the 
democratic leaders in this State act wisely 
they have a magnificent future in their control; 
but if rashness infests their councils not only 
will a grand opportunity for the party itself be 
thrown away, but the chances of doing much 
good to the whole community will go with it. 
They must act with the consideration for the 
interests of the State and the whole people, 
and they must direct their course with an 
honest recognition of the immense responsi- 
bility resting upon them. A dominant party 
has its duties as well as its rignts of conquest 
to consider. Power and the possession of 
spoil, although they may be the moat attrac- 
tive, are not the gravest things which belong 
to party success. A wise exercise of power in 
the majority is a public claim that cannot be 
disregarded without damaging those who would 
heedlessly set that claim aside; and this is 
something which the victorious party must not 
forget. 


If the democratic party would lay a good 


foundation for their Presidential aspirations in 
1872 they must act with wisdom, or they may 
be ousted from their present post of occupa- 
tion. But there is a good deal more than this 
mere ambitious longing expected of the Tam- 
many democracy. They may be regarded now 
as the nucleus of a new policy and » powef to 


Tho BnrUasame Hussion and Its Becm-eg. 


From the first movements of the Chinese 


mission of which Sir. Burlingame is the chief- 
yes, almost before it left the shores of China— 
it was assailed in every possible way by the 
old British traders and opium smugglers, both 
in China and England. This same party has 
pursued it ever since with unrelenting hos- 
tility. Though powerless to injure the mission 
or to retard its important work, this old British 
party has vented its venom of anger and mis- 
representation on ail occasions. We have been 
told, for instance, 
that Mr. Burlingarne's 


treaties and proceedings were not approved 
by the government at Pekin, that he and his 
mission had fallen, into disfavor, and that there 
was no intention to sanction what he had done. 
So powerful and plausible have these British 
traders and opium smugglers been that they 
even brought over the late American Minister, 
Mr. Eoss Browne, to their side, and against 
the interests of his own. country. 
Weak as 


this gentleman was. evidently, it is clear these 
old British traders have a vast influence both 
ia the ports of China and at London. 


They have never recovered from the blow 


given to them by the splendid reception of the 
Burlingame mission and the treaty made with, 
it in this country, for these necessarily led to 
a cordial reception and similar treaties in 
Europe. Much as the India and China traders 
in London and the British press disliked the 
American treaty and the new policy inaugu- 
rated by that, the government was compelled 
to make a virtue of necessity by receiving the 
mission and by making a treaty with it similar 
to the one made in the United Stales. Still the 
British do not like the new policy, and are per- 
sistent in their endeavors to make it appearthat 
Mr. Burlingame and his course are repudiated at 
Pekin. We have been satisfied all through that 
tbis was a malicious misrepresentation. Now 
the news that coines to us from the embassy 
in Europe and from China shows there lias 
been no foundation for these reports. The 
proceedings and treaties of Mr. Burliugame 
are approved at Pekin, and the delay in rati- 
fying the treaties is not caused by any hos- 
tility to them, bnt simply because the Chinese 
government is waiting till the embassy has 
completed its labors and all can be considered 
and ratified at the same time. There can be 
little doubt of the ratification of the treaties, 
for they are favorable to China and a necessity 
in the present affairs of the world. This, in 
brief, is the actual situation of the mission and 
the position of the Chinese government. The 
old opium smugglers and British traders 
might just as well stop their misrepresenta- 
tions and hostility, for they cannot arrest the 
progress of China in its peaceful destiny to 
freer intercourse with and assimilation to the 
civilized nations of tte world. 


THE MONTHLY DEBT STATEMENT.—Secre- 


tary Boutwell has issued the debt statement of 
the United States for the month of November. 
Prom it we learn that the debt was, on the 1st 
inst., $2,648,234,682, with §194,674,947 in the 
Treasury, deducting which left the total debt 
$2,453,559,735. On the 1st of November the 
debt was §2,461,131,189; so that the decrease 
during the month was $7,571,454, or a total 
decrease since President Grant's installation of 
$71,903,52-1. The unusually large sum of 
money reported in the Treasury will attract 
attention. It exceeds by some millions any 
balance heretofore reported. 


GEKEEAL GEANT AND THB SPEOULATOBS.— 


Last September, when the gold 
"bulls" 


threatened a panic by a movement which if 
uninterrupted would have put gold to fabu-' 
lous figures, General Grant ordered the sale of 
a few millions from the Treasury and the 
bubble bursted. Day before yesterday, when 
the gold "bears" were selling right and left in 
expectation of eventually getting the gold from 
the Treasury, lie ordered a suspension of the 
government sales, to the great relief of the 
merchants, whom the sharp decline was 
threatening with bankruptcy. 
If 
General 


Grant will only continue to fight it out on this 
line, and give the "bulls" and "bears" a check 
whenever they get too bold, he will put an end 
to the speculators and their evil influences 
upon tha legitimate business movements of 
the country. 


AN UGLY CASH.—There appears to be but 


little doubt of the culpability of the conductor 
on the New Jersey Railroad in the case of 
Patrick Lane. We gave yesterday the state- 
ment of an eye witness to the transaction, who 
represents that tha man was put off the train 
at night on the bridge. Tha man, naturally 
supposing that he was on land, and attempting 
to walk away, was thus plunged iato the river 
and drowned.

The Natural Advantages of the Darlen a» 


Compared with the Suez Canal. 


The Isthmus of Darien is only some ton 


degrees north of the equator, while the Isth- 
mus of Suez is crossed by the thirtieth degree 
of north latitude ; yet the summer heats at 
Suez are frightful to think of, while the hottest 
days at Darien are comparatively pleasant. 
The great rainless deserts on both sides 
of the Isthmus of Suez and the Bed Sea 
are the cause of the intense heat and 
withering dryness which prevail most of the 
year over all that region up to the Mediterra- 
nean; while the Isthmus of Darien, lying inter- 
locked bstween two broad oceans, has a climate 
comparatively cool and moist, from whatever 
quarter the winds may blow. On the Atlantic 
sifte flows northward the great Equatorial 
ourrent of warm water which, on emerging 
from the Gulf of Mexico, between Florida and 
Cuba, is called the Gulf Stream. On the 
Pacific 
side flows northward the great 


Antarctic current of cold water. 
Hence the 


isthmus ocean, winds, which are comparatively 
cold, come from the Pacific, while those which 
are warm and charged with their abounding 
rains come from the Atlantic. 


The movements of oar planet on its axis 


and in its grand yearly circuit round the sun, 
the frozen poles of the earth, the burning 
equator, the configuration of the continents, 
and the positions of the great islands and 
island groups of the oceans, the great moun- 
tain chains, inland seas, deserts and forests of 
the four continents, all contribute to give 
direction to the currents Of the sea and the 
air, and to the winds which bring rain and 
life, and the winds charged with drought and 
death. Of all these causes those favorably 
affecting climates and productions operate in 
favor of the highest development of the regions 
around Darien; while the opposite causes 
make the countries on both sides, between 
Port Said and the month of the Red Sea, for 
great distances, a howling and irreclaimable 
wilderness, saving the narrow valley of the 
Nile. 


The equatorial basins of the Pacific, the 


Indian and Atlantic oceans, are the great 
boilers of the sun, from which mainly 
the 
rains 
of 
the 
earth 
are 
drawn, 


and from which various warm 
currents 


or mighty rivers in the sea go moving 
about the earth; while from the Arctic and 
Antarctic seas are discharged various cold 
currents, affecting the climates of different 
parts of the globe. The great rivers of South 
America and the rivers of Central America 
and Mexico add to the volume of the equa- 
torial current which passes north through the 
Caribbean Sea and the Mexican gulf. 
Hence 


the tremendous volume of the Gulf Stream 
through the Straits of Florida—a volume so 
vast and warm that in sweeping across the 
Atlantic it makes the genial climate of the 
British islands and softens even the arctic 
rigors of Sweden and Norway. Hence from 
this equatorial current, with its fruitful winds 
and abounding rains, the exceeding richness in 
their vegetable products of the lands of South 
America, from La Plata northward, and of 
Central America, Mexico and the West India 
islands. How advantageous, then, in view of our 
"manifest destiny," will be this Darien Canal, 
to which the regular currents of the winds of 
heaven and of the seas will be tributary on 
both sides of our Continent. How immeasura- 
ble are the advantages offered to us in the 
Darien Canal compared with those offered to 
Europe in the Suez Canal a glance at a map of 
the world will show. 


In reference to the construction ot the canal 


the engineering difficulties presented are not 
greater than those surmounted in the Suez 
Canal. At Suez not only had the canal to be 
excavated through a rainless desert of sand 
and shifting sandhills, but a fresh water canal 
was first required to supply the men and ani- 
mals employed in the work. At Darien the 
heavy tropical rains and their washings will be 
among the most serious difficulties to be over- 
come in digging the canal. Hills of solid rock 
are harder to cut through than hillocks of sand, 
but once through the rock the canal is done 
and it is enduring, while at Suez the work of 
dredging will have to be constantly kept up. At 
Suez every stick of timber and piece of lumber 
of the thousands of shiploads required on the 
work they had to bring by sea from great dis- 
tances. At Darien the boundless forests of the 
finest trees will be equal to any demand, as 
they have been the greatest impediment to 
the explorations of the isthmus. 
We say 


nothing of the veins of silver and gold which 
lubricate the backbone of our Continent all the 
way through ; for we hold that the advantages 
suggested ought to be sufficient for the imme- 
diate undertaking and speedy execution of the 
Darien Canal.

Tho Suez Canal—Our Po*t gold Carre*-

We are enabled to present to the readers of 


the HKKALD to-day a correspondence from 
Port Said, dated on the 9th of November, the 
first special written communication which has 
been had from either terminus of the Suez 
Canal. The communication is of exceeding 
interest, and holds forth much promise of 
whnt is to follow in the shape of such like 
valuable despatches for our columns as the 
effects of the new transit route are more and 
more developed and trade becomes revivified 
in the land of the Pharaohs. 
The writer pro- 


ceeds to answer some of the latest and more 
reasonable objections which have been put 
forth in Europe against the work, refuting the 
arguments by the exhibition of figures and 
facts, which go to illustrate the many advan- 
tages and vast profits which must eventually 
accrue from it to the world at large, as well as 
to all those who are most deeply interested in 
the undertaking. The statements of the ex- 
tent and direction of the influence of the 
canal on the trade and commerce between 
Europe and the East when the revolution of 
its current is completed will command the 
attention of not only^tho financial but the 
commercial and maritime interests of the 
country. 


Contemporaneous with this special let- 


ter we have an article from one of the 
leading 
and 
most 
influential 
of 
the 


weekly journals of Great Britain, in which 
attention is called to almost precisely the same 
points set forth by our correspondent. It is the 
attention of England alone, however, the writer 
having apparently lost a good deal of his cos- 
mopolitan humanitarianisffl in his nervously 
excited application to the care of insular in- 
terests. The English journalist is alarmed, 
and he reveals it. "Experience," he says, 
"will show whether London and Liverpool can 
contend against the disadvantages of being 
one or two thousand miles further from Port 
Said than the rival ports"—referring to Mar- 
seilles, Trieste, Odessa and Venice.

flour producers of Minnesota, and these ex- 
changes of flour by the line of the Mississippi 
and the Gulf Stream (through tho Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean Sea) will pass into 
Brazil and draw thence by the same route the 
trade of "the mighty Amazon."

begin in the gutter was originated, we believe, 
by the Children's Aid Society, which sent so 
many of our Gothamite ragamuffins to comfort- 
able homes in thxs country. It worked well, 
and we are glad to see that the reform schools 
of London are disposed to send out their little 
charges on the same far journey. This is a 
noble development of the charitabJe spirit of 
the age. In the first place the bays are bene- 
fited in being saved from paupers' or criminals' 
lives; the eity that los&a them loses so many 
possible recruits for its prisons, and the conn- 
try to which they go. gains so many boys that 
needed only that opportunity to grow up 
useful aud honest men. 


American* In Pnrlg. 


Our special correspondence from Parin m«tt- 


tlons some interesting details of tho Amerioia 
element in that groat capital. The average 
number of Americans in Paris throughout the 
year is estimated at ten thousand, which proves 
that they are not slow in availing themselves 
of tho great facilities now offered to cross tho 
Atlantic. To the American travelling public 
Paris offers attractions above all other European 
cities, and for several reasons. Firstly, it Is 
the great centre of (ravel to and from all promi- 
nent parts ; then it is tha great emporium of 
fashion, and therefore naturally attracts both 
sexes, but especially the ladies. But the great 
attraction that draws Americana to Paris is the 
congeniality that prevails in general life. The 
stiff formalities and strict decorum which are 
too often observed in American and English 
private life become tedious. There is» longing 
for relaxation ; even a dash of Mabille offers a 
relief. Altogether there is a charm about 
Parisian life that must be experienced in order 
to be appreciated. Even Madame de Stael 
found that her banishment from Paris was tho 
greatest punishment that could have been, 
inflicted upon her. The savoir fairs of tha 
French, in relation to all connected with out- 
door life especially, has a tendency to suit the 
palate of tho travelling public generally. 
Moreover, although Americans profess the 
strictest republican ideas at home there is 
no doubt that the fact of being thrown con- 
stantly in contact with persons bearing high- 
sounding titles tends to tickle their vanity. 
Many daughters of wealthy American families 
have contracted high matrimonial alliances, 
and in this light Paris assumes an important 
position in the minds of pater familias. 
As 


in all other affairs of the same kind, occasional 
abuses will occur ; but to American citizens 
it cannot be otherwise than flattering to find 
that they are placed on an equal footing with 
the descendants of old noble families, to many 
of whom the fact of contracting alliances below 
their own standard is considered an unpardon- 
able sin, or, at least, a mesalliance. The 
courteous hospitality extended to ths repre- 
sentative of the United States in Paris by tha 
Emperor is another link that will tend to 
strengthen the ties of international friendship.

which the whole country looks for some 
guidance in the probable embarrassments 
which beset the political future. 
First of all 


they must learn to recognize the great facts 
established by tlie war. They must not forget 
that in this progressive age, und in view of the 
progress going on all around us, there is some- 
thing more demanded of them than devotion 
to the " lime-honored principles" of the demo- 
cratic party, and they will have to mould their 
policy in the matrix of progressive thought. 
They must learn also to abandon those old 
issues on which they were defeated in the 
Presidential contests of I860, 1864 and 18C8, 
as well as in the other decisive fights of inter- 
vening years, remembering that as they enter 
upon a new era of power there is a new condi- 
tion of things to which they must adjust 
themselves if they hope to preserve supre- 
macy. Do- the leaders of the Tammany demo- 
cr<.oy see the question in this light? 
We 


think that Petsr B. Sweeny comprehends the 
situation, and as he has 
declared that 


although not claiming to be the chief, he is the 
adviser of Tammany, he may so direct its 
counsels and so s'iape the action of the next 
Legislature as to lay down the landmarks for 
the party throughout the whole country and 
make things all square for a democratic candi- 
date in 1872. 
The democracy have a fair 


show to make good their ground of occupation 
for the Presidential fight if prudence only con- 
trols their counsels in this very delicate crisis 
of their history. A good deal will depend 
upon the initiative which the Albany Legisla- 
ture may take, and the action of that body 
will consequently ba watched with much 
interest. 


i he Democratic State ConncH. 


The democracy of the State, represented by 


the most intelligent elements of the party, have 
just been in council at Albany. The New York 
leaders—who are to be the guides of the future 
policy of the party by right of the priority of 
majorities as well, perhaps, as by their tact as 
managers—had an opportunity of meeting with 
the most prominent mea of the party through- 
out the entire State, an opportunity of compar- 
ing notes with them suggesting a new policy 
and possibly dictating- what shall be the future 
of the democracy, not only in this State, but 
throughout the whole country. In many re- 
spects this was a most important council. 
It 


did not partake of the character of a conven- 
tion, because the members were not elected at 
primary meetings, but were invited to meet 
the chiefs in the State capital, and in the 
Executive Mansion to boot—a fit and proper 
place just now. It was not a caucus, because 
it possessed none of the features of these mys- 
terious intricacies of party machinery, as it 
had no "slate" to make nor any candidates to 
nominate. 
But it was all the more remarkable 


event from the fact that It was free from all the 
commonplace action of conventions and cau- 
CUSS8S, and if the parties who participated in 
that council realized the result of their delib- 
erations and measured the strength of the pre- 
sent position which the democratic party 
occupies in this State, as perhaps they did, 
they must have seen that a good deal depended 
upon their proceedings. 


We have a fair outline of what the democrats 


propose to do under their new lease of power 
with regard to the restoration of local govern- 
ments, with regard to dealing with republican 
commissions, and the delicacy with which these 
latter must bs approached, with, reference also 
to the fifteenth .amendment and other im- 
portant matters. The published and sensible 
opinions of Peter B. Sweeny upon these ques- 
tions may be received, we presume, aa reflec- 
tions of the purposes and general action of the 
party, and we have no reason to suppose that 
these views'were dissented from in the Albany 
council. Thus far, then, we can assume what 
the policy of the democrats will be. There 
may be difficulties in the way of this laid down 
policy, bnt one thing is certain, that if the 
democratic leaders in this State act wisely 
they have a magnificent future in their control; 
but if rashness infests their councils not only 
will a grand opportunity for the party itself be 
thrown away, but the chances of doing much 
good to the whole community will go with it. 
They must act with the consideration for the 
interests of the State and the whole people, 
and they must direct their course with an 
honest recognition of the immense responsi- 
bility resting upon them. A dominant party 
has its duties as well as its rignts of conquest 
to consider. Power and the possession of 
spoil, although they may be the moat attrac- 
tive, are not the gravest things which belong 
to party success. A wise exercise of power in 
the majority is a public claim that cannot be 
disregarded without damaging those who would 
heedlessly set that claim aside; and this is 
something which the victorious party must not 
forget. 


If the democratic party would lay a good 


foundation for their Presidential aspirations in 
1872 they must act with wisdom, or they may 
be ousted from their present post of occupa- 
tion. But there is a good deal more than this 
mere ambitious longing expected of the Tam- 
many democracy. They may be regarded now 
as the nucleus of a new policy and » powef to 


Tho BnrUasame Hussion and Its Becm-eg. 


From the first movements of the Chinese 


mission of which Sir. Burlingame is the chief- 
yes, almost before it left the shores of China— 
it was assailed in every possible way by the 
old British traders and opium smugglers, both 
in China and England. This same party has 
pursued it ever since with unrelenting hos- 
tility. Though powerless to injure the mission 
or to retard its important work, this old British 
party has vented its venom of anger and mis- 
representation on ail occasions. We have been 
told, for instance, 
that Mr. Burlingarne's 


treaties and proceedings were not approved 
by the government at Pekin, that he and his 
mission had fallen, into disfavor, and that there 
was no intention to sanction what he had done. 
So powerful and plausible have these British 
traders and opium smugglers been that they 
even brought over the late American Minister, 
Mr. Eoss Browne, to their side, and against 
the interests of his own. country. 
Weak as 


this gentleman was. evidently, it is clear these 
old British traders have a vast influence both 
ia the ports of China and at London. 


They have never recovered from the blow 


given to them by the splendid reception of the 
Burlingame mission and the treaty made with, 
it in this country, for these necessarily led to 
a cordial reception and similar treaties in 
Europe. Much as the India and China traders 
in London and the British press disliked the 
American treaty and the new policy inaugu- 
rated by that, the government was compelled 
to make a virtue of necessity by receiving the 
mission and by making a treaty with it similar 
to the one made in the United Stales. Still the 
British do not like the new policy, and are per- 
sistent in their endeavors to make it appearthat 
Mr. Burlingame and his course are repudiated at 
Pekin. We have been satisfied all through that 
tbis was a malicious misrepresentation. Now 
the news that coines to us from the embassy 
in Europe and from China shows there lias 
been no foundation for these reports. The 
proceedings and treaties of Mr. Burliugame 
are approved at Pekin, and the delay in rati- 
fying the treaties is not caused by any hos- 
tility to them, bnt simply because the Chinese 
government is waiting till the embassy has 
completed its labors and all can be considered 
and ratified at the same time. There can be 
little doubt of the ratification of the treaties, 
for they are favorable to China and a necessity 
in the present affairs of the world. This, in 
brief, is the actual situation of the mission and 
the position of the Chinese government. The 
old opium smugglers and British traders 
might just as well stop their misrepresenta- 
tions and hostility, for they cannot arrest the 
progress of China in its peaceful destiny to 
freer intercourse with and assimilation to the 
civilized nations of tte world. 


THE MONTHLY DEBT STATEMENT.—Secre- 


tary Boutwell has issued the debt statement of 
the United States for the month of November. 
Prom it we learn that the debt was, on the 1st 
inst., $2,648,234,682, with §194,674,947 in the 
Treasury, deducting which left the total debt 
$2,453,559,735. On the 1st of November the 
debt was §2,461,131,189; so that the decrease 
during the month was $7,571,454, or a total 
decrease since President Grant's installation of 
$71,903,52-1. The unusually large sum of 
money reported in the Treasury will attract 
attention. It exceeds by some millions any 
balance heretofore reported. 


GEKEEAL GEANT AND THB SPEOULATOBS.— 


Last September, when the gold 
"bulls" 


threatened a panic by a movement which if 
uninterrupted would have put gold to fabu-' 
lous figures, General Grant ordered the sale of 
a few millions from the Treasury and the 
bubble bursted. Day before yesterday, when 
the gold "bears" were selling right and left in 
expectation of eventually getting the gold from 
the Treasury, lie ordered a suspension of the 
government sales, to the great relief of the 
merchants, whom the sharp decline was 
threatening with bankruptcy. 
If 
General 


Grant will only continue to fight it out on this 
line, and give the "bulls" and "bears" a check 
whenever they get too bold, he will put an end 
to the speculators and their evil influences 
upon tha legitimate business movements of 
the country. 


AN UGLY CASH.—There appears to be but 


little doubt of the culpability of the conductor 
on the New Jersey Railroad in the case of 
Patrick Lane. We gave yesterday the state- 
ment of an eye witness to the transaction, who 
represents that tha man was put off the train 
at night on the bridge. Tha man, naturally 
supposing that he was on land, and attempting 
to walk away, was thus plunged iato the river 
and drowned. New Jersey has a well-earned 
reputation for straightforward justice in cages 
involving the loss of life, though her respect 
for railroad organizations is also vary groat.

The Natural Advantages of the Darlen a» 


Compared with the Suez Canal. 


The Isthmus of Darien is only some ton 


degrees north of the equator, while the Isth- 
mus of Suez is crossed by the thirtieth degree 
of north latitude ; yet the summer heats at 
Suez are frightful to think of, while the hottest 
days at Darien are comparatively pleasant. 
The great rainless deserts on both sides 
of the Isthmus of Suez and the Bed Sea 
are the cause of the intense heat and 
withering dryness which prevail most of the 
year over all that region up to the Mediterra- 
nean; while the Isthmus of Darien, lying inter- 
locked bstween two broad oceans, has a climate 
comparatively cool and moist, from whatever 
quarter the winds may blow. On the Atlantic 
sifte flows northward the great Equatorial 
ourrent of warm water which, on emerging 
from the Gulf of Mexico, between Florida and 
Cuba, is called the Gulf Stream. On the 
Pacific 
side flows northward the great 


Antarctic current of cold water. 
Hence the 


isthmus ocean, winds, which are comparatively 
cold, come from the Pacific, while those which 
are warm and charged with their abounding 
rains come from the Atlantic. 


The movements of oar planet on its axis 


and in its grand yearly circuit round the sun, 
the frozen poles of the earth, the burning 
equator, the configuration of the continents, 
and the positions of the great islands and 
island groups of the oceans, the great moun- 
tain chains, inland seas, deserts and forests of 
the four continents, all contribute to give 
direction to the currents Of the sea and the 
air, and to the winds which bring rain and 
life, and the winds charged with drought and 
death. Of all these causes those favorably 
affecting climates and productions operate in 
favor of the highest development of the regions 
around Darien; while the opposite causes 
make the countries on both sides, between 
Port Said and the month of the Red Sea, for 
great distances, a howling and irreclaimable 
wilderness, saving the narrow valley of the 
Nile. 


The equatorial basins of the Pacific, the 


Indian and Atlantic oceans, are the great 
boilers of the sun, from which mainly 
the 
rains 
of 
the 
earth 
are 
drawn, 


and from which various warm 
currents 


or mighty rivers in the sea go moving 
about the earth; while from the Arctic and 
Antarctic seas are discharged various cold 
currents, affecting the climates of different 
parts of the globe. The great rivers of South 
America and the rivers of Central America 
and Mexico add to the volume of the equa- 
torial current which passes north through the 
Caribbean Sea and the Mexican gulf. 
Hence 


the tremendous volume of the Gulf Stream 
through the Straits of Florida—a volume so 
vast and warm that in sweeping across the 
Atlantic it makes the genial climate of the 
British islands and softens even the arctic 
rigors of Sweden and Norway. Hence from 
this equatorial current, with its fruitful winds 
and abounding rains, the exceeding richness in 
their vegetable products of the lands of South 
America, from La Plata northward, and of 
Central America, Mexico and the West India 
islands. How advantageous, then, in view of our 
"manifest destiny," will be this Darien Canal, 
to which the regular currents of the winds of 
heaven and of the seas will be tributary on 
both sides of our Continent. How immeasura- 
ble are the advantages offered to us in the 
Darien Canal compared with those offered to 
Europe in the Suez Canal a glance at a map of 
the world will show. 


In reference to the construction ot the canal 


the engineering difficulties presented are not 
greater than those surmounted in the Suez 
Canal. At Suez not only had the canal to be 
excavated through a rainless desert of sand 
and shifting sandhills, but a fresh water canal 
was first required to supply the men and ani- 
mals employed in the work. At Darien the 
heavy tropical rains and their washings will be 
among the most serious difficulties to be over- 
come in digging the canal. Hills of solid rock 
are harder to cut through than hillocks of sand, 
but once through the rock the canal is done 
and it is enduring, while at Suez the work of 
dredging will have to be constantly kept up. At 
Suez every stick of timber and piece of lumber 
of the thousands of shiploads required on the 
work they had to bring by sea from great dis- 
tances. At Darien the boundless forests of the 
finest trees will be equal to any demand, as 
they have been the greatest impediment to 
the explorations of the isthmus. 
We say 


nothing of the veins of silver and gold which 
lubricate the backbone of our Continent all the 
way through ; for we hold that the advantages 
suggested ought to be sufficient for the imme- 
diate undertaking and speedy execution of the 
Darien Canal.

Tho Suez Canal—Our Po*t gold Carre*- 


pondence. 


We are enabled to present to the readers of 


the HKKALD to-day a correspondence from 
Port Said, dated on the 9th of November, the 
first special written communication which has 
been had from either terminus of the Suez 
Canal. The communication is of exceeding 
interest, and holds forth much promise of 
whnt is to follow in the shape of such like 
valuable despatches for our columns as the 
effects of the new transit route are more and 
more developed and trade becomes revivified 
in the land of the Pharaohs. 
The writer pro- 


ceeds to answer some of the latest and more 
reasonable objections which have been put 
forth in Europe against the work, refuting the 
arguments by the exhibition of figures and 
facts, which go to illustrate the many advan- 
tages and vast profits which must eventually 
accrue from it to the world at large, as well as 
to all those who are most deeply interested in 
the undertaking. The statements of the ex- 
tent and direction of the influence of the 
canal on the trade and commerce between 
Europe and the East when the revolution of 
its current is completed will command the 
attention of not only^tho financial but the 
commercial and maritime interests of the 
country. 


Contemporaneous with this special let- 


ter we have an article from one of the 
leading 
and 
most 
influential 
of 
the 


weekly journals of Great Britain, in which 
attention is called to almost precisely the same 
points set forth by our correspondent. It is the 
attention of England alone, however, the writer 
having apparently lost a good deal of his cos- 
mopolitan humanitarianisffl in his nervously 
excited application to the care of insular in- 
terests. The English journalist is alarmed, 
and he reveals it. "Experience," he says, 
"will show whether London and Liverpool can 
contend against the disadvantages of being 
one or two thousand miles further from Port 
Said than the rival ports"—referring to Mar- 
seilles, Trieste, Odessa and Venice. Lord 
Palmerston's instinctive objections to the 
building of a canal Suez—which 
were 


almost prophetic, coming from a Briton—are 
reproduced in the words, "During a war the 
canal would place an enemy who could seize 
and fortify one of the terminal ports half way 
between an English army in India and the base 
of its operations. An expedition from Suez 
might reach Bombay in three weeks, while 
reinforcements from England would bo three 
months at sea." And persons still ask why 
England did not patronize the Suez Canal and 
rejoice at its successful completion and opera- 
tion.

Isthmus of Darien "will bring the traffic of the 
mighty Amazon by way of the Gulf Stream 
around to* an interchange with the Mississippi 
Valley."

will bo followed by or accompanied with the 
annexation of the West India Islands, Mexico* 
and Central America. 
Our merchants next 


will establish their trading houses all along the 
coasts of the mainland down to Darien.- They 
•will next establish their exchanges in trade 
between the coffee producers of Brazil and the 
flour producers of Minnesota, and these ex- 
changes of flour by the line of the Mississippi 
and the Gulf Stream (through tho Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean Sea) will pass into 
Brazil and draw thence by the same route the 
trade of "the mighty Amazon." 
But per- 


haps our dull philosopher is under the idea 
that the Gulf Stream has its beginning at the 
Straits of Florida, though it really comes 
from the equatorial basin of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and passing by the mouth of the 
Amazon skirts the American coast by Darien 
into the Gulf of Mexico. We commend the 
whole subject to the careful study of our 
dull philosopher. And thus endeth our first 
lesson.

LONDON BOYS FOK KANSAS.—The idea of 


the juvenile colony in Kansas to become a 
home for boys reclaimed from the slums of 
great cities is an excellent one. 
This plan for 


saving boys from the life of misery to which 
they seem destined to- grow up when they 
begin in the gutter was originated, we believe, 
by the Children's Aid Society, which sent so 
many of our Gothamite ragamuffins to comfort- 
able homes in thxs country. It worked well, 
and we are glad to see that the reform schools 
of London are disposed to send out their little 
charges on the same far journey. This is a 
noble development of the charitabJe spirit of 
the age. In the first place the bays are bene- 
fited in being saved from paupers' or criminals' 
lives; the eity that los&a them loses so many 
possible recruits for its prisons, and the conn- 
try to which they go. gains so many boys that 
needed only that opportunity to grow up 
useful aud honest men. 


American* In Pnrlg. 


Our special correspondence from Parin m«tt- 


tlons some interesting details of tho Amerioia 
element in that groat capital. The average 
number of Americans in Paris throughout the 
year is estimated at ten thousand, which proves 
that they are not slow in availing themselves 
of tho great facilities now offered to cross tho 
Atlantic. To the American travelling public 
Paris offers attractions above all other European 
cities, and for several reasons. Firstly, it Is 
the great centre of (ravel to and from all promi- 
nent parts ; then it is tha great emporium of 
fashion, and therefore naturally attracts both 
sexes, but especially the ladies. But the great 
attraction that draws Americana to Paris is the 
congeniality that prevails in general life. The 
stiff formalities and strict decorum which are 
too often observed in American and English 
private life become tedious. There is» longing 
for relaxation ; even a dash of Mabille offers a 
relief. Altogether there is a charm about 
Parisian life that must be experienced in order 
to be appreciated. Even Madame de Stael 
found that her banishment from Paris was tho 
greatest punishment that could have been, 
inflicted upon her. The savoir fairs of tha 
French, in relation to all connected with out- 
door life especially, has a tendency to suit the 
palate of tho travelling public generally. 
Moreover, although Americans profess the 
strictest republican ideas at home there is 
no doubt that the fact of being thrown con- 
stantly in contact with persons bearing high- 
sounding titles tends to tickle their vanity. 
Many daughters of wealthy American families 
have contracted high matrimonial alliances, 
and in this light Paris assumes an important 
position in the minds of pater familias. 
As 


in all other affairs of the same kind, occasional 
abuses will occur ; but to American citizens 
it cannot be otherwise than flattering to find 
that they are placed on an equal footing with 
the descendants of old noble families, to many 
of whom the fact of contracting alliances below 
their own standard is considered an unpardon- 
able sin, or, at least, a mesalliance. The 
courteous hospitality extended to ths repre- 
sentative of the United States in Paris by tha 
Emperor is another link that will tend to 
strengthen the ties of international friendship. 
To the commerce of Paris the visits of Ameri- 
cans are ot' no mean importance, whea we con- 
sider that on an average they contribute the 
yearly sum of about one hundred millions of 
dollars. 
Unlike the English, who adhero 


almost exclusively to the Quartier St. Honore", 
the Americans ara found distributed through- 
out the city, and are consequently more gene- 
rally appreciated. It is <• trae that the Ameri- 
can travellers are notorious for their lavish 
expenditure when abroad, but foreigners must 
not los J sight of the fact that under the modest 
citizen names registered among the American 
arrivals in foreign cities there are often com- 
prised the owners of colossal fortunes that far 
exceed the aspirations of princely descendants 
in Europe.
